IN THE HOUSE. 
YESTERDAY'S DEBATE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

WasuineorTon, D. C., April 18.—The stream of 
talk rolls on in the House, and, as if enough 
could not be said in four hours daily, night 
sessions have been ordered for every night next 
week for debate only. As the debate is to close 
at 2 o’clock Friday next this order will give 
more of the ninety-six orators an opportunity to 
speak. 

There were two speeches in the House to-day 
which deserve attention,—by McKinley, of Onio, 
and by Burrows, of Michigan. McKinley has long 
been known as an able lawyer and a fine stump- 
speaker, but in the last Congress he did not 
take an active part in the demonstrations of the 
House. When he entered upon his speech to- 
day, therefore, he was looked upon by older 
members asanew man. He made one of the 
strongest arguments yet presented on the Re- 
publican side. It was arranged in compact, 
logical order, and delivered with great ease and 
power. Grouping the various threats that have 
been made by Democratic speakers in the course 
of the debate, he warned the conspirators of 
the dangers of their revolutionary programme, 
and made it clear that it would not be possible 
for 

THE REVIVED REBEL DEMOCRACY 
to continue in their destructive course until they 
shall have torn from the statute-books every 
vestige of War legislation. 

Kentucky seems to be unfortunate in the ut- 
terances of her public men. A State that did 
not secede, Kentucky has sent the most radical 
secessionists to represent her in the National 
Council. Senator Beck’s threat of starving the 
Government and of withholding supplies has 
furnished the Republicans with the strongest 
points of their arguments, and has caused its 
author and his party the greatest concern; and 
now the declaration of Blackburn, that We will 
not stop until every vestige of War legislation is 


torn from the statute-book,” is at the 
head of the columns of many Re- 
publican newspapers, and is everywhere 


accepted as the declaration of a representative 
of the Bourbon party who is too frank and dar- 
ing to conceal his intentions by any trickery of 
language or any of the art of political chicane. 
It seems to have to come to Blackburn’s ears 
that his utterance, as it is circulated in the 
press, is 

GIVING HIS PARTY LEADERS MUCH CONCERN, 
and he accordingiy left the chair, in his free- 
and-easy, dashing, chip-on-shoulder kind of 
way, to charge McKinley with having garbled 
his speech by not reading the whole 
off the sentence. Mr. Blackburn finished 
the sentence as it occurred in the 
speech, which he bad prepared for 
publication, the effect of which was, he claimed, 
to limit this declaration somewhat, but, like 
Beck's explanations in the Senate, the new lan- 
guage did not convey to Republican minds any 
real difference in meaning. 

A feature of this Kentucky episode, and of 
another which followed it, was the fact that a 
certain Mr. Turner, who seldom rises in the 
House except to make himself ridiculous, 
rushed excitedly about the aisles shaking his 
fists indiscriminately to intimate that every- 
body who did not agree with his party and with 
the favorite of his State, Mr. Blackburn, was a 
knave and a dolt. Mr. Thomas Turner is an 
excitable and harmless old gentleman, who 
creates as much amusement on one side of the 
House as upon the other. 

MR. BURROWS IN HIS SPEECH 
devoted himself to the gencral condition of the 
South, and to the course which the Republican 
party bad taken to protect American citizens 
there. He read freely from the Teller report, 
and succeeded in arousing the Louisiana states- 
men by his incisive thrusts quite as much as 
McKinley had those from Kentucky. Altogether, 
it was a good Republican day. 

Mr. House, of Tennessee, made the principal 
Democratic speech of the day, a considerabie 
portion of which was devoted to explaining that 
ex-Rebels, thank God, sir, had stood by their 
country, and had not come into this House by 
the back doors or windows, but through am- 
nesty and the modified oath.” 
M’ KINLBY. 

To the Western Associated Prese. 
W asnixeron, D. C., April 18.—In the House, 
the morning hour was dispensed with, and the 
Subsidiary Silver-Coin bill was not taken up. 
The House then went into the Committee of 
the Whole on the Legislative Appropriation 
bill, and Mr. McKinley spoke in opposition to 
the proposed repeal of the General Election 
laws. He denounced the legislation as a bold 
and wanton attempt to wipe from the law every 
protection of the ballot-box, and to surrender it 
into the unholy hands of bired ‘‘ repeaters ” and 
ballot-box stuffers at the North, and of tissue- 
ballot cheats at the South. 
MR. BLACKBURN 
left the chair and denounced the want of fair- 
ness and truth in presenting from his speech an 
incomplete extract. The gentleman from Ohio 
(McKinley) bad told the Committee that he 
(Blackburn) had said, speaking for his party, 
that that party did not intend to stop until it 
had stricken from the statute-books the last 
vestice of the War measures. That utterance 
was not warranted, that utterance was not true, 
and the record showed it. He had asked that

sentence, and the gentleman bad 
speech and pitched it oa his desk, and — 
DECLINED TO DO HIM JUSTICB. 
The sentence in full was that : he Demo- 
cratic party would not stop until it had stricken

measures, whica, like these Election aws, had 
becn born of'pgssions incidentjto civil strite. and 
looked alone to the abridgement of the liberty 
of the citizen. Let the gentieman from Onio 
take that and gnaw upon it to his heart’s content. 
Was any man so ignorant as to co to the statute 
book to finda constitutional amendment. It 
was above statute law; it was organic law. He 
recogrized the binding force of every amend- 
ment to the Constitution. [Applause.} He re- 
cognized their validity as part of the organic law 
of the land, and he held that man faithiess to 
his duties of eitizenship who refusea to give 
them full force and effect. The remarks of the 
gentleman from Ohio had been wanting in truth 
and fairness in attempting to put lum (Black- 
barn) in an improper and unfair light before the 
age 
Mr. McKinley said he meant no discourtesy 
to the geutleman from Kentucky. He had said 
distinctly in the course of bis remarks that he 
would read the remainder of the sentence if 
the speech was sent to him. If he had observed 
the page who brought him the speech he would 
have stopped and read what the gentleman had 
asked. He only made this statement for the 
purpose of placing himself right mw the respect 
due to the gentleman from Kentucky, not for 
the purpose of taking back or modifying auy- 
thing he had said. e did not think that the 
remainder of the sentence modified it. 
Mr. McKinley continued: 


THE KEY TO THIS ASSAULT 


upon the Election laws might be discovered in 
the desire of the Democratic party to secure the 
Presidential election in 1880. Fraud and force, 
the great weapon of the Democratic party, 
must goon until restrained, and the pathway 
of that great party to absolute control aust not 
be obstructed. His colleague from Ohio (Gar- 
field) had been criticised for uttering the threat 
that the President would veto the Appropria- 
tion bills if this legislation was attached. The 
threat had come before this Congress had been 
bern. In the Forty-fifth Congress, Mr. Me 
Mahon had stated that legislation would be 
placed upon Appropriation bills, because if pass- 
ed separately the President would veto it. 
There was threatened revolution. and it had 
come from the other side of the Chamber. The 
Democratic party was restored, but not recon- 
structed. it was asintent on controlling this 
Goveroment in its own way and in defiance of 
the Constitution to-day as it had been in the old 
days of slavery. But it had the Executive then. 
— God it did not have the Executive to- 
ay. 
MR. HOUS®S 
made a strong speech against the retention of 
the Federal Election Jaw on the statute-book; 
then, commenting ou an extract from Mr. Gar- 
field’s speech, chailenged any man to point to 
the time and occasion when anv Southern Rep- 
resentative had proved false and recreant to his 
obligations as a Representative. How and 
wherein bad they been unfaithful to their plight- 
ed bonor, or disloyal m any respect to the Con- 
stitution and the Government? If they har- 
bored secret hostility to the Government, why 
did they not during the excitement of the Elec- 
toral Court rush to the front on that occasion, 
precipitate thecouvtry into a yortex of anarchy 
and launch the ship of State on the wild an 
tempestuous waves offrevolution? If they were 
here as ee miscreants, lying in ambush to 
take the life of the Government, they had 
certainly left unimproved on that occasion the 
most splendid opportunity to accomplish their 
nefarious purpose that would present itselfin a 
century. If they had been then the deaalv foes 
of the Government, the situation of the country 
might have deen far different from what it was 
to-day. 
MR. BURROWS 
was the next speaker. He said that if the gen- 
tlemen on the other side were really anxious to 
preserve the peace and purity of elections, they 
would be the last to attempt to teur down the 
only remaining fortress reared for that purpose. 
Did thev desire an honest registration! These 
laws provided it. Did they want a pure ballot? 
| These laws secured it. Did they wanta fair 
count? These laws insured it. Did they want 
a. true return? These laws enjoined it. 
Did they want peace aud order at the polls? 
These laws communded it. There was nothing 
in those laws that was a terror to any man, 
save tbe one who had committed or was med- 
itating an attack on the purity of elections. 
He referred to the outrages oy colored mea 
in Louisiana, and said that there the Repub- 
lican party had becn stamped out in blood. 
Free speech, a free press, free homes, free 
emigration, and free ballots had been made im- 
possible within many portions of that State. 
In view of these facts, he listened with impa- 
tience to 
THE HYPOCRITICAL CANT 
about peace, protection, and purity at the polls. 
Even now, while members of the other side 
were professing such jealousy for the rights 
of American citizens, a whole race was fleeing 
from some of the Southern States as they would 
flee from a pestilence. They were fleeing, not to 
escape Federal payonets, but ruffianly bludg- 
eons; not irom Federal bullets, but from 
Southern bowie-knives; not to escape Federal 
Courts, but Southern fraud; not from marshals, 
but from murderers; not from registration, but 
from masked raiders; not from Supervisors of 
Election, but from Southern shotguns. In a 
word, they were fleving from a country where 
every right was cloven down, and every wrong 
went unredressed. 
Mr. Gibson made several efforts to get in 3 
disclaimer of these statements, but Mr. Bur- 
rows declined to yield to him, and be continued 
his remarks. 
With all your professions, said he, of a desire 
for the purity of election, your chiefest desire is 
the election of a Demucratic President in 1880; 
by what means you little care. You want these 
laws repealed because they stand in the way of 
the consummation of such a purpose; for 
you know well (and the country knows) that if 
they are permitted to stand, and can be en- 
forced, you can no more clect a President in 
1580 than you are honestly entitled to your ma- 
jorities in either House of Congress.

Sale of the Property of the 
Fidelity. 


A Bankrupt Company that Ought to 
Be Closed Up. 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, Crim- 
inal Business, Ete. 


Judge Moore yesterday decided the objections 
to the real-estate compromises made by Dr. 


Turpin, Receiver of 
THE FIDELITY SAVINGS BANK. 


The Receiver, it will be remembered, filed a 
report stating that he had made twenty-three 
sales or compromises by conveying real estate, 
and taking iu exchange deposit-buoks at 45 cents 
on the dollar. Objections were filed on the 
ground that the sales were preferential and in- 


equitable. The Judge said; 

Exceptions were filed to the report of the Re- 
ceiver, ip which he reported the sale of certain rcai 
estate. For such property he received books evi- 
dencing certain indeotednes of the bank. There 
js no complaintor showing that the property did 
not sell for its full value. The exception is, rath- 
er, bat the Receiver is allowed to receive the books 
in payment of realestate. This order was made 

earnest request of those cl@iming to repre- 

sent the interests of the many unfortunate depos- 
jtore of the bank. It is claimed that under this 
order the Receiver has sold property that he could 
nave sold without it, and that he has thereby 
diminished the indebtedness of the bank many 
of dollars. But the chief benefit result- 

ing from this general order is seen in the 
protection to the large class of depositurs 
who held books for small amounts. Many 
these cannot wait for their money. The effect 
of this order had been to raise the market price of 


the books; to keep the market at this higher price, |. 


and thus prevent the sacrifice by thore whose ne- 
cessities compelled them to seil. This appears to 
be the judgment of allwho bave given care and 
thought tothe matter. Thislineof thonght dis-

The first objection. to the recent sale of the 
bank property was filed yesterday, in the shape 
of aletterfrom a depositor at St. Charles, H. 
W. Crawford, who had $3,000 in the bank. He 
states that he is * pained and disap- 
pointed at the result of the sale, and thinks 
that it ought not to be confirmed, believing 
that by a few months’ extension and another 
chance something like a fair value might be 
realized, and thus lessen my grievous loss and 
the loss of many others.“ 

THE CHICAGO FIRE-INSURANCE COMPANY 

In the case of the Chicago Fire-insurance 
Company some creditors Yiled a petition some 
months ago asking to have the estate closed up, 
it being over seven years and a haif since the 
Company vanisbed in the smoke of the great 
tire. An examination has been going on the 
past two or three days before the Register to 
find‘out the condition of the Company's affairs. 
From this it appears that the Assiguee now has 
on hand $16,633.86 in money, and also other 
assets consisting of the St. Charles Mill, three 


lots at Englewood, fifteen shares of 
Staats-Zeitur stock, twenty shares of 
Young Men's Christian Association stock, 


pineteen shares of Chicago Life-Insurance 
Company stock, and fifty shares of Home Fire- 
Insurance Company stock. The last dividend 
was declared in December, 1875, and since that 
time $26,030.99 has been collected, of which 
about $9,000 was br suit. None of the assets 
of the Company are producing any income. The 
Assignee’s fees for his whole time of office have 
been $11,500. He has also paid $2,000 for legal 
expenses to lawyers, and the estate still owes 
$1,700 on that account. Besides this his attor- 
nevs claim about $23,000 for their services for 
him, besides the above amounts, which were 
paid to other lawyers ſor collections made. The 
Assignee also claims about $6,000 more for bis 
services, or at the rate of 82.500 a year for the 
whole time. He has about $11,600 of unpaid 
warrants on hand, but has offsets to the amount 
of $7,200 in the shape of premium or stock- 
notes. The expenses of the estate have been 
$4,987.26, vesides Assignee’s fees, of which 
$3,600 was paid his wite for clerk hire.

DISCHARGING A PRISONER. 


Judge McAllister yesterday decided the habeas 
corpus case of James Fitzgerald, involving a 
question of some importance on the question as 
to when a prisoner can claim a discharge for not 
having been arraigned for trial. e Judge 
said: 

On prisoner’s application a writ of habeas corpus 
was awarded and the following facts appear: He 
was committed to jai) Jan. 23, 1879, on the charge 
ofrobbery. At the February term of the Criminal 
Court, whose terms are monthly. an indictment 
wes returned. The prisoner remained in jail ail 
the time, but no steps have been taken in the case, 
and now he asks under the statute that he be dis- 
charged from further imprisonment. The statute 
is: If any person shall be committed for a crim- 
inal or supposed crimina! matter, and not admitted 
to bail, and sball not be tried on or before the sec- 
ond term of the Court having jurisdiction of the 
offense, the prisoner shall be set at liberty by the 
Court, uniess the delay shal! pappen on the appli- 
cation of the prisoner.” ere the elay 
did not happen on the application of the pris- 
ener, But m Brooks et al. vs. The 
People, 88 III., 327, the Supreme Court construed 
the statute to mean that, if he was not admitted to 
bail, and was not tried at or before the second 
verm of the Court having jurisdiction of the offense, 
he was not entitled to bis discharge until the third 
term. That is, that the time commences at the 
termof his indictment and not that in which he 
was committed. And the State’s-Attorney has 
two terms after that at which he was indicted to 
try him. So that the indictment in this case hav- 
ing been returned at the February térm, which, 
together with the March term, has elapsed. yet he 
is not entitled to his discharge until the lapse of the 
April term, which bas not occurred. The decision 
in the Brooks case will likely be modified hereafter 
in this respect. Suppose no indictment has been 
found at all. Cannot tne prisoner invoke the 
siatute? Hence the application is premature, and 
the writ of habeas corpus will be dismissed.

H. M. S. PINAFORE. 


A Good Word for the Musical Cratt. 
Prof. Swing in the Alliance. 

The good, stout ship H. M., S. P., with its 
crew and passengers, has weighed anchor and 
sailed away from our port. It was as good a 
vessel as has lain at our dock for many a long 
year. Some of those men who have heavy inter- 
ests in certain theological shipping and freights 
did not welcome elsewhere this Pinafore,”’ but 
the world cannot manage its bottomry so as to 
please everybody. A Philadelphia personage 
writes to the religious Standard, of this city, 
that the ‘“‘ Pinafore” enthusiasm crippled for a 
time church work in the Quaker City. His lan-

guage will give better the animus of the writer: 


To this Pinafere excitement more than any- 
thing else is due, I think, the lamentable lack of 
religious interest over which all our churches are 
mourning. Thousands of church-members, upa- 
qie to overcome their curiosity, have gone to hear 
»Pinafore. The music of the opera is whistled 
upon the street and played in the parlor. It has 
even been sungin the church. There is an in- 
etance, said to be well attested, of an ambitious 
and irreverent leader of a church-choir who had a 
selection from Pinafore” adapted to an opening 
piece for a Sunday-morning service, and who was 
very properly dismissed therefor. The effect of 
ail this upon both the Church and the world has 
been disastrous. The Church has beenin no con- 
dition to labor for Christ, and the world has 
drowned its cares and sinsinalangh. And so, - 
stead of a revival in religion. we have a revival of 
a comic opera, Pinafore, takes the place of piety. 
The theatre gets the better of the Church. 

Of course | do not attempt to criticise ‘* Pina- 
fore“ itself. It may be ali ite admirers claim for 
it.—a harmless and innocent little musical satire 
upon society and its ways. I speak now simply of 
its effects. These I fear are, negatively. at least. 
bad, and tend to neutralize, as, perhaps, nothing 
has done for years, the influence of the Gospel. 
Alas, the Christian people will turn aside fora 
laugh from the great work of saving their fellow- 
men! Alas, that men out of Christ are so willing 
to forget in the strains of a comic opera the pres- 
ent needs and eternal destinies of their immortal 
souls! 

Thus the Gospel ship met in battle the frail 
barque Pinafore. 

‘There are very many who had supposed that 
this style of talk had died away among Chris- 
tians, and that the Church had at last reached 
the conclusion tha man is not only a creature 
that prays, and worships, and dies, but that he 
is a creature that laughs. It has even been af- 
firmed that such asceticism terminated almost a 
century ago, when the last origival Puritan 
died witbout having appointed a successor. But 
here comes the old folly back to us,—a man 
compiaining bitterly that boys, instead of whist- 
ling hymns, are whistling songs from Her Maj- 
esty’s Ship; and that Christians, instead of 
plucking souls from eternal death, are laugh- 
ing at His cousins, and bis sisters, and his 
aunts.”’ 

This is indeed a bad condition of things. And 
it is equally fearful to think of, that even clergy- 
men will, at a big dinner-table, tell anecdotes 
and laugh, when, perhaps, in that very room, 
there is some one not saved, and when in the 
same square, in the city, there certatuly must 
be many unconverted persons, to whom these 
clergymen, having taken a basty and solemn 
lunch, might have been administering the con- 
solations of religion, in place of wasting breath 
in funny stories. Perhaps the jnfinite simple- 
ton who wrote the letter to the Standard has 
himself been laughing in the very hour when he 
might have been spreading his Gospel among 
the beniguted: and may have enjoyed his own 
wit when some one ot his sisters, or his cousins 
or his aunts may have been needing his spiritual 
interventions. He may have sipped tea pleas- 
antly while some pagan was dying, 

Ne one reading such a letter need wonder | 
why the dramatists and the laughing people of 
all kinds, why the bovs and the girls, and almost 
all warm, free hearts learned in times past to 
nate the Church most bitterly. As all young 
persons were wont in former times to bate a 
cross, meau, cruel schoolmaster, so the better 
class of society began to bate the’ Church, as 
being more savage than human, as being a 
deadly enemy io all cheerfulness. In those 
olden times, the Church people fed their chil- 
dren upon such ideas as placed all fun among 
vile sins, and made a wrinkled forehead the best 
evidence of piety. In those days the smile of 
even an infaut was of no value, for, as oue of 
the Puritan poets says, an iniant is such a 
sinner that it may not hope for Heaven—a 
mild place in Hell being the ultimatum of 
grace from its Heavenly Father. 

Therefore in bliss, 
You may not hope to dwell, 
But unto you I eball allow 
The easiest place in hell. 

That that old relizion of infinite gloom, and 
of savage logic, still remained in the world was 
questionable until this letter came from some 
tearful old brimstone dealer in the East who 
wishes laughter all suppressed until the eternal 
interests of men shall have been adjusted. He 
demands that Her Majesty’s Ship Pinafore sbail 
lie at anchor until after the tinal judgment 
shall have been held, and then those who escape 
personally, and who can no longer hope to save 
others, may enjoy tne long-delayed smile. 

The effect of such letters, so far as they are 
read, is very bad. One such letter from a sup- 
posed Christian, against such a olay as Pina- 
fore, would barm religion more than the iufl- 
del lectures from an Ingersoll, because such 
letters make the young feel that the Church is 
no place for them, and makes the actors on the 
stage feel that they must not attempt to adapt 
che stage to moral peovie, and to the humorous 
sentiment, but must look for support only to 
the baser forms of society. A Christian who be- 
Neves nta God but makes Him repulsive differs 
not much from the Atheist who denies the ex- 
istence of a Deity, for the idea of no God ig not

WEST PARKS. 


Meeting of the Board. 

The West Park Board met last night at their 
office, corner of Halsted and Washington streets, 
Mr. Willard Woodard in the chair. 

The bill of William Kerr for $150 for past 
services as Secretary was referred to the Finance 
Committee. The bill of Secretary McChesney 
for $339.34, the balance due for services from 
March 15, 1878, to April 4, 1879, at the rate of 
$1,500 per annum, was referred to the Finapce 
Committee after the Chair had raised the ques- 
that as to whether or not the fixed salary of the 
Secretary was but $1,200 per annum. William 
Lombard petitioned for the exclusive right 
for five or six years of selling refresh- 
ments at Central Park, ying for the 
privilege $50 per annum. ferred to the 
Central Park Committee. The proposition of 
George Krick, for furnishing elm trees six 
inches in diameter for $6 each, was referred to 
the 22 — Committee. A batch of peti- 
tions for improvements were referred to the 
Improvement Committee. 

The Committee on the Beveridge claim” 
reported the legai opinion of Gen. Smith, and, 
based upon that opinion, the recommendation 
that the Board offer the claimants of land in 
question $8,000 in cash; and in case the offer is 
retused to notify the West Town Assessor that 
the Board does aot consider that the land be- 


longs to the park, The report stated 
that the claim was for seven and 
one-half acres of land lying m the 


line of the Humboldt boulevard, which land 
bad once been condemned for park purposes. 
Because of delay, the condemnation vroceed- 
ings were, ip the words of the opivion, vitiated, 
and the question of title stood where it did 
stand before any proveedings were taken. The 
claim of Andrew M. and Elizabeth A. Beveridge 
was for 89,924. The report was accepted and 
approved. 

John Buebler, the lately appointed Treasurer 
of the Board, presented bis bond of $50,000, 
with George Schweinfurth, George Schneider, 
Mathias Schultz, and William E. Seipp as sure- 
ties. Referred to the Attorney of the Board, 
Gen. Smith, with the understanding that his 
approval carries with it the approval of the 
Board. 

Col. Cooper addressed the Board concerning 
donds held by one of bis clients who desired the 
bonds, aggregating $5,240, to be canceled. He 
wanted to know whether the Board recognized 
the bonds and would pay them, or whether they 
would refuse payment. The bonds were drawn 
in 1869, and upon them in 1874 a note was given 
as security. ‘The note was due in 1575. Interest 
had been paid up to date. Referred to the Ju- 
diciary Committee. 

An ordinance prohſbiting the running at large 
in the parks apd boulevards of dogs, borses, 
cattle, geese, ete., etc.; establishing a pound, 
and creating the office of pound-keeper; and 
fixing the amounts of fines against owners, and 
the pound fees for each impounding, was read 
and referred to the Attorney of the Board. 

The monthly report of the Finance Commit- 
tee, stating that bills aggregating $4,446 had 
been audited during the past month, was ap- 
proved.

TOBY ALLEN. 


A Visit to the Brother. 

Mr. Toby Allen, whose somewhat peculiar 
letter addressed to Ald. Ballard was published 
in Tun Tripunzg of yesterday, insists that he 
has been ** witchea,’’ and that a party by the 
name of Johnson has woven diabolic spells 
around him. Mr. Allen is a colored citizen— 
light mulatto—aged about 30 years. A reporter 
found him yesterday at his home, No. 418 Clark 
street, and drew from him the story of his 
wrongs. That the old Voodoo belief should yet 


linger in the hearts of the more ignorant of the 
colored race is not surprising, but Allen is of 
intelligent appearance, and uses geod though 
rather high-fiown English. 

There is little doubt, however,. that the unfor- 
tunate man is absolutely insane, at least on this 
point. He works as a calciminer, and is said to 
be ifdustrious and sober. His home was found 
to be well furnished and very neat, and in the 
rear room was an old lady; his mother, who, as 
Toby says, fully appreciates his view of the 
case. Alien got into trouble in 1871,—some lit- 
tle matter of grand larceny,—and was sentenced 
to the Penitentiarv, from which be was pardoned 
out in 1875. 17 uis story it appears that in 1873 
the State of Illinois imported from New York 
at considerable expense one Johnson, his 
wife, and son, and quartered them in rooms 
in the Joliet Penitentiary. Soon they 
began to cast their dreadful spelle 
upon Toby Allen, One night as he lay in his 
cell voices came to him as it in the same apart- 
ment, the stone walls vanished like the airy 
fabric of a dream, and he beheld face to face 


his persecutors. It might be stated that he nas 


never seen them im the flesh, but that their gift 
of secret ventriloquism ’’ enables them to do 
as they please with him. 

The Johnsons bave abused this power, and of 
this Toby, as a citizen, a taxpayer, and a voter, 
complains. Ther even made him chop off one 
of his fiogers. He demands to know whether 
these people have the right to send voices to 
whisper in his ear and to distract his attention 
from whitewashing. He has a-claim to property 
in Michigan, the possession of which would place 
him above the vulgar needs of daily toil, but by 
their fiendish schemes these Johnsons prevent 
him from going to look after it. These people 
have acquired such a power over bim that from 
their rooms in the Penitentiary they can stop 
him doing anything. Mr. Allen is willing to 
make affidavit that they murdered one Grass, a 
white convict, and reduced a young colored man 
to such dire extremity that on bis release from 
the Penitentiary he was compelled to go to the 
Cook County Poor-House, where he died. 

Toby charges that, although he is verfectly 
sane, these people have stolen his mind, and he 
wants them suppressed. ‘There is little doubt 
that the poor fellow’s mind has gone, whether 
into the possession of the Johnsons or else- 
where. Ihe County Physician, who is under- 
stood to be paid for such business, should at 
once institute an inquiry into the condition of 
bis mind. Otherwise Mr. Allen may some dav 
identify one or more of the voices materialized 
in the person of some prominent citizen, and 
may emancipate himself from the thralldom in 
which he is held in a manner which might prove 
inconvenient to such citizen.

Just now the taxpayers of Illinois are get- 
ting the full benefit of the protracted junk- 
eting exeursion and free-lunch carnival which 
the Legislature organized last winter just 
after finishing the election of a United States 
Senator. The continuous picnic which the 
legislators enjoyed as they went the rounds 
of the State charitable institutions is now 
having its full effect on the Treasury. Yes- 
terday the Senate coolly voted appropriations 
aggregating $1,642,805.35, and didn’t feel 
tired at all, so easy it is to vote away other 
people’s money. The items given make the most 
princely and luxurious allowances for the 
different institutions, with ample margins 
for fraud where extravagance fails to eat up 
the entire sums. There are many other 
claims to be staked out in this Illinois 
bonanza, and the Senate and House will 
doubtless see to it that they all have an 
equally free right-of-way to the Treasury. 

The effects of the new Canadian tariff are 
felt in Manitoba ina manner which, if the 
accounts are true, is certain to create in that 
flourishing Province a decided distaste for 
so-called protection.”

Nearly twenty-six years ago the then Dem- 
ocratic Senate enacted a standing order that 
was intended to secure good and efficient 
service at the hands of the employes of the 
Senate, and which certainly had that effect, 
since by its provisions no removals could be 
made except sufficient reason were shown to 
convince the President of the Senate and 
secure his approval. This was good Demo- 
cratic doctrine in 1853, and the Republicans 
followed the tradition or precedent faithful- 
ty, only removing in 1861 such Democratic 
employes as were known to be in active 
sympathy with the Rebellion.

In this county there are to be 
elected five Judges of the Circuit Court, and 
this county has to elect, with other counties, 
one Justice of the Supreme Court.

Even in non-political and purely 
local elections the machinery of party con- 
ventions is often resorted to as the best 
means of selecting the best men; some- 
times this theory is sustained by results and 
again it proves lamentably a failure. A 
party convention, particularly when thero 
are several candidates to be selected, 
apt to produce a class of candi- 
without a party nomination, 
would not commend themselves to the pub- 
lic as the most desirable persons for judicial 
office. For instance, in this county there are 
five Judges of the Circuit Court to be elected 
All of the present incum- 
bents are candidates for re-election ; none of 
them are politicians, they having been on 
the Bench for years; and perhaps a large ma- 
jority of the people of this county will vote 
for them. If, however, party conventions 
be held, it is possible, indeed probable, that 
each party will nominate five persons, and 
not include any of the present Judges,— 
younger men, more experienced in operating 
primary elections and the machine generally, 
securing the party honors and spoils. 

The five Judges now in office whose term 
expires in June are WILLIAMS, Farwe.1, 
Rocrrs, McAuizister, and Boorg. Of these, 
Messrs. Rogers and McAuiister are Demo- 
crats, and the others are Republicans, though 
we have never heard that either of them 
has ever shown any party predilections on 
the Bench. All of these gentlemen have 
held judicial office since the adoption of the 
Constitution, Judges WLIAuSs and McAL- 
LISTER being in office before that.

GEN. GRANT'S RETURN. 

The action of the Philadelphia Council in 
appointing a committee to receive Gen. 
Grant when he arrives in San Francisco from 
his tour around the world, and the introduc- 
tion of a resolution in the New York Assem- 
bly proposing to welcome him in the name 
of the State and formally extend to him the 
hospitalities, féreshadow the enthusiastic 
reception which is sure to be tendered that 
distinguished gentleman whenevtr he comes 
There is no reason to discourage this 
enthusiasm, but possibly there may be need 
to temper it in keeping with good taste and 
the spirit of a democratic form of govern- 
The Americans would be a cold- 
blooded and ungrateful people, indeed, if 
they did not take a national pride in Gen. 
GRANT, and the occasion of his return to his 
native country after several years’ absence, 
and after having honors showered upon him 
abroad, is certainly fitted for a demonstration 
The payment of such honors 
as are due to Gen. Grant is at once com- 
mendable and profitable to the nation, since 
such action is calculated to stimulate proper 
ambition among Americans and to impart to 
the recipient thereof 2 proper sense of pop- 
ular confidence which will increase his sense 
of duty if again called to serve the people in 
a public capacity.

In the notice yesterday of the proceedings 
relating to the robbery of a Granger of his 
railroad ticket at one of the depots, the sub- 
sequent sale of the ticket to a scalper, and 
the finding of the stolen ticket upon the per- 
son to whom the sealper sold it, we did injust- 
ice by intimating that the robbery was a put- 
up-job by the railroad authorities. We are 
assured that it wasan actual robbery by a 
thief who evidently knew where he could 
sell the ticket, and who did sell it 
at one of the scalping offices. We are further 
assured that there is no occasion for putting 
up any job in the matter of stealing railroad 
tickets—snch things are of daily occurrence ; 
and it is insisted on as a fact that every 
stolen railroad ticket finds a purchaser at the 
scalping offices, which offer the same induce- 
ments to ticket-thieves that are offered to 
other thieves by the fences and other receiv- 
ers of stolen goods. Stolen tickets are pre- 
ferred by the scalpers to any other, because 
the ticket-thieves, having no other fences at 
which to dispose of the property, are com- 
pelled to take whatever the scalpers choose 
to give them. The profits on stolen tickets 
are, therefore, three times as much as on 
tickets purchased of honest holders, The 
robbery of the venerable Granger was there- 
fore an infamous outrage, and the thief 
should be punished severely, and the law 
should provide ample protection to travelers 
by making the sale of such property when 
stolen an impossibility.

The Democralic capacity for blundering is one 
of the marvels of these latter days, and the men 
who manage the Bourbon machine in Wiscon- 
sin are no wiser than the general average.

Orrawa, Out., April 18. -A gentleman from 
Winnipeg says the national policy is very un- 
popular in Manitoba. Hundreds of intending 
settlers are leaving the prairie province for Da- 
kota and Minnesota on account of the high 
price of every manufactured article purchased 
As yet the old settlers are net 
leaving, but a large proportion of the persons 
who leave the older provinces intending to set- 
tle in the Northwest go to Winnipeg, and im- 
mediately leave for the United States. Cana- 
dian emigrants, on reaching Pembina, on the 
frontier, en route to Winnipeg, are met by agents

A TERRIBLE FIGHT. 


Four Savage Dogs Against a Man. 

At 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon August 
Munchausen, while passing Edward Fisher’s 
farm and dairy, wear the corner of 
Thirty-first and Wallace streets, was 
set upon by four vicious dogs, one a large bull- 
dog, Which are allowed to run at liberty. The 
bull-dog sprang for his throat, and fastened his 
fangs into the fleshy part of the right 
arm, which the man threw up to protect him- 
self. He seized the animal, and, choking it off 
as best he could, held it at arm’s lengih 
away from him, but despite these 
efforts his arms and sboulders 
were lacerated, in a most borrible, mauner, the

Munchausen was taken to bis home, near 
the corver of Kossuth and Wallace, where 
he received both medical and surgical attend- 
face. His injuries are so serious that bis re- 
covery is considered improbable. It is needless 
to hint at what ought to be done to the owner 
of such animals for allowing them to run loose.

Bill 47 (Hall, of Tazewell), regarding toll- 
bridges, with a particular but occult allusion to 
a private toll-bridge over the Illinois River, de- 
tween Peoria and Pekin, the fight over which 
has been transferred to the Legislature, was 
next read. 

Cockie, of Peoria, who is a stockholder and 
Director, made along speech against the bill, 
and Hall, its author, in its favor. 

Fosbender inabumorous speech suggested 
that there was no occasion for keeping bridges 
open after nicht, when all houest and decent 
people should be inbed. The bill was lost. 

OLD GRAVEYARDS. 

House Bill 147, providing that public grave- 
yards in tnis State, not under the control of any

WATER. 
Sol Hopkins’ bill, 175, to enable Hyde Park 
and Lake to enjoy the water facil ties of Chica- 
go, was read a third time and passed with the 
emergency clause. It is as follows:

Sec. 1. That all cities, incorporated towns, and 
Villages in this State be and are hereby authorized 
aud shall have power to provide for a supply of 
water for‘the purposes of fire protection, and 
for the use of the inbabitants of such cities. in- 
corporated towns, or villages by the erection. 
construction, and maintaining of asystem of water- 
works, or by uniting with any adjacent city, in- 
corporated towa, or village ia the erection, con- 
struction, and maintaining of a system of water- 
works for the joint use of such cities, incorporated 
towns, or villages, or by procuring such supply of 
Water from any adjacent city, incorporated town, 
or village already naving water-works: Provided, 
That ali contracts for tbe erection or construction 
of such works, or oor part thereof, suall be let to 
the lowest responsible bidder tuerefor, upon not 
less than three weeks public notice of the terms 
and conditions upon which the contract is to be let 
having been given by publication in a newspaper 
published in such city, town. or village, or, if no 
newspaper is published therein, then in some 
ne per published im the county: And provided 
Jurither, That no member of the City Council. or 
dard of Trustees, or Mayor shall be directly or 
indirectly interested in any such contract, and in 
ali cases the Council or Board of Trustees, as the 
case may be, shall have the right to reject any and 
ali bids that may not be satisfactory to them. 
UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 
Jackson’s bill (No. for amending Sec. 56 
of the Criminal act of March 24, 1574, was read 
a third time and passed. It provides as fol- 
lows: 
Whoever wilifally disturbs the peace and quiet 
or 


of any neighborhood family by loud or unusual 
— or by tumultuous pep bm carriage, 


one Clerk of the Circuit Court of each county, 
one Clerk of the Superior Court of Cook Coun- 
ty, and one Clerk of the Criminal Court of Cook 
County, shall be elected as provided by law, and 
shall severally bold their offices until their suc- 
cessors are elected and qualified,” was read a 
third time, put on its passage, and passed unani- 
mously. 

GETTING THEM GRADUALLY ON TO THE STATE. 


Mattthews’ bill (402) relating to the wiping out 
of local indebtedness by means of a siuking fund 
was passed, it reads as follows: 
A But for an act to providea sinking fund for 

loca! indebtedness. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, etc., That whenever 
any county, township, city, town, or school dis- 
trict shall owe any bonded debt not due, which is 
registered in the office of the Auditor of this State, 
the Board of Supervisors or Board of County Com- 
missioners, Town Auditors, City Council, Town 
Trustees, or School Directors of such county, town- 
ship, city, town, or school district, as the case 
may be, may by resolution spread upon their 
records and certified to the Auditor, request said 
Auditor to create a sinking fund to meet any such 
debt or any installment thereof by the time the 
game shall become due and payable. Said resolu- 
tion shall specify the principal amount to be 80 
provided for, the time when the same shal] become 
due, and tne amount they desire raised annually to 
meet the same. 

Sev. 2. Upon the receipt of such resolution the 
Auditor shall file in his otice the same. and there- 
after it shall be his duty in certifying the amount 
of taxes to be raised witain said district to ix and 
certify a rate. to be denominated ** Sinking Fund 
Tax, sufficient to produce the amount annually 
required in such resolution ang no more, and the 
saine shall be levied, extended, and collected, and 
paid into the State Treasury the same as other 
State taxes. 

Szc. 3. The State Treasurer shall receive said 
taxes so collected, and invest the same in Unifed 
States bonds and hold the same subject to the 
order of the authorities of the locality or munici- 
pality to which they belong, to be used by them 
for the payment of said indebtedness when it ma- 
tures, and said State Treasurer shall, from time to 
time, as the interest shall fall due on the bonds so 
purchased, collect the same and reinvest said in- 
terest so collected in like bonds; and said State 
Treasurer shall be liable on his officia! bond for 
the safe keeping of said money and bonds as in 
cases of the receipt of all other moneys which he 
is required by law to receive.

A little mss then passed the 
bonanza to the Speaker’s chair.

Beit enacted by the People of the 
State of lilinois, represented in the Generali As- 
eembiy, That Sec. 138, Division 1, of an act en- 
titled An act to revise the law in relation to 
criminal jurisprudence. aoproved March 27. 
1874, in force July 1, 1874, be and the same is 
héreby amended so as to read as follows: Who- 
ever willfully and without authority digs up, disin- 
ters, removes, or conveys away from the place of 
sepuiture or interment, or attempts so to do taereoi 
any human body. or the remains thereof. or know- 
ingly aids in such disinterment, removal, or con- 
veying away, or attempts so to do, or whoever is 
accessory thereto either before or after the fact, 
siiali be imprisoned in the Penitentiary not less 
than one nor more than ten years, 

Dr. Dewey, of Madison, moved to refer to the 
Committee on Education. 

This bill has been fought all the way through 
from its introduction. Dewev’s motion brougat 
Snigg to his tect, and he inflicted on the mem- 
bers an interminable speech m advocacy of the 
protection of the holiest spot on earth to the 
living.“ 

Dr. Tyler, of De Witt, and Dr. Core, of Cham- 
paign, spoke against the bill. The latter made a 
very humorous speech, in which he quoted 
largely from the Scriptures, Snakspeare, and 
Robert Burns, and said the Legislature was 
vassing too many laws “ in the interest of the 
igotry of the one-horse lawyers.”

Dr. Core—l accept the amendment. [Great 
merriment. | 

Dr. Rodgers, of McLean, also opposed the 
bill, on the ground that the statutes already 
provided sufficient penalty for the crime. 

After along debate, in which Crooker, of 
LaSalle, made an exceedingly happy argument, 
the bill passed.

Bisbee’s bill (456), relative to Coroners, was 
passed without objection. 

Bill 480, regarding appeal bonds, reported by 
the Judiciary Committee, was taken up and 


passed. 

Bill 107, to fix the date for holding court in 
Pope County, was taken up out of order and 
passed. 

Bill 527, reported by the Jadiciary Committee, 
in reference to ollicial bonds, as iollows, was 
passed:

Be it enacted by the People of the 
State of Illinois. represented inthe General Assem- 
bly, That all official bonds required by law to be given 
by any public officer, or publicemploye, including 
executors, administrators, guardians and conserv- 
ators, in this State, shall be signed and sealed by any 
suid officer, executcr, administrator, gcardan or 
conservator and his securities, and acknowledged 
before some oficer antoorized by law to take ac- 
knowledgments of instruments under seal, which 
said acknowledgments shall be substantialiy in 
the following form:

Which acknowledgment shall be deemed and 
taken as vrima facie evidence that the instrument 
was signed, sealed, and acknowledged in the man- 
ner therein set forth. That all puolic officers or 
employes who are compelled to give official bond 
may be required by tbe Court, officer, or Board. 
Wuose duty it is totake or approve sucu bonds, to 
give additional surety or new bonds whenever the 
security of the original bond has become insuf- 
ficient by the subsequent insolvency, death, or re- 
moval of the sureties, or any of them, or when for 
any cause any such bond shall be deemed insuf- 
ficient. Any officer or employe failing to give bond 
when required, pursuant to this section, within 
ten days after he is notified in writing of such re- 
quest. shall be deemed to have vacated his office. 
Bill 530, reported by the Committee on Cor- 
porations, enabling cities, towns, and villages to 
contract with each other in relation to sewers, 
Was passed. 

Bill 95, relative to the appointment of short- 
hand writers to the courts, was sent to the Ju- 
diciary Committee. 

Hart’s bili (48) for compelling insurance com- 
panies to enter into contract to pay the net 
value of all policics surrendered or lapsed was 
killed by a large majority. 

Bill 130, introduced by Carter, of Adams, rel- 
ative to the holding of Circuit Courts, was also 
passed.

INSURANCE. 
Following is Senate Bill 135, as amended by 
the House yesterday, and ordered to third 
reading. The amendments materially change 


partnership incorporated by or organized under the 
laws of any other State of las United States, or of 
any foreign Government, for the purpose of ineur- 
ing against loss or damage by fire, or against the 
risks of inland navigation or transportation, or for 
the purpose of life-insurance, or for the purpose 
of insuring persons against accidents, to take risks 
or to transact any business whatever, authorized 
by its charter, within this State, until it shall have 
complied with the following requirements, in ad. 
dition to those already imposed by existing law: It 
shall first fle with the Auditor of Public Accounts 
a written application for a license to do business in 
this State, duly signed by its President and Secre- 
tarv, with its corporate seal attached, which state- 
ment slall contain the following declaration: That 
it desires to transact the business of insurance in 
this State, that it will accept a license therefor ac: 
cording to the laws of this State, and that said license 
snall cease and terminate in case and whenever it 
shall remove, or make application to remove into 
any United States Court any action or proceeding, 
commenced in any of the State courts of this State, 
upon any claim arising out of any contract of in- 
surance, unless the assured for a valuable consid- 
eration authorize or consent to such removal. 

Sec. 2. Upon complying with the requirements 
of Sec. 1 of this act, together with all other 
requirements now imposed by existing law, the 
Auditor of Public Accounts shall issue to such in- 
corporated company, association, or partnership, a 
license to transact its business in this State; and 
no such license shall be issued until all of said re- 
quirements shail have been complied with; and no 
sucb incorporated company, association, or part- 
nership shall carry on the business for which it 
may have been incorporated within this State un- 
til it shail have obtained such license. The fee for 
such license shall be the same as that provided for 
by existing law, to be paid by the incorporated 
company, association, or partnership so securing 
such license, 

Sec. 3. Lf any such incorporated company, as- 
sociation, or partnership sball remove, or make 
Sypviication to remove, into any United States 
Court any action or proceeding commenced in any 
State court of this State upon a claim or cause of 
action arising ont of any contract of insurance, 
unless such removal be authorized as aforesaid; 
or if it shall violate, or fail to comply with any of 
the other requirements and conditions,now im- 
posed by existing law, it is hereby mad the im- 
Derative duty of the Auditor of Pubiic Accounts 
at once to revoke, cancel, and annul the license 
issued to such incorporated company, association, 
or partnership; and thereafter no such incorpo- 
rated company, association, or partnership shali 
transact Within this State any of the business for 
which it was incorporated until again — 
licensed. In case such revocation of license shall 
be made because of the removal of or the attempt 
to remove any “ction from a State court of this 
State to any United States Court, no renewal of 
such license shall be made within three years after 
such revocation. Whenever any such license 
shall be revuked the Auditor of Public Accounts 
shall give notice of such revocation by mail to the 
President and Secretary of such corporation, and 
shall also cause a notice of the same to be pub- 
lished three timesin some weekly public news- 
paper published in the City of Springfleld. A 
certified copy of the order of removal shall be 
suflicient evidence of the removal of any cause. 

Sec. 4. Any such incorporated company, asso- 
ciation, or partnership which shall transact its 
business in this State in violation of the provisions 
of this act shall de subject to a penalty of $500, 
to be sued for and recovered in the name of the 
people of the State of Illinois, by thé State's Attor- 
ney of the county in which such transaction oc- 
curred, and said penalty shall be paid into the 
Treasury: <rovided, however, that any company 
whose license may have been revoked as aforesaid 
suall thereafter be permitted to transact such busi- 
ness as may be absolutely necessary to wind up its 
business in this State and none other: Provided, 
Jurther, tbat nothing in this act contained snall be 
construed to prevent the tiling of an information in 
the nature of a quo warranto against such corpora- 
tions so violating the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 5. All laws and parts of laws in conflict 
with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed.

THE CHESTER JOB. 
SOMETHING NOT 80 8MOOTH AS THE MAJORITY 
PORT. 

Speciai Dispatch to The Tribune, 
SPRINGFIELD, III. „April 18.— The following 
minority report, which it was stated yesterday 
woula be presented by the minority of the Sen- 
ate Penitentiary Committee on the Chester 
Penitentiary, was sentin this morning by Sen- 
ator Fuller. It deals with ficures and what Mr. 
Ingersoll would call“ diabolical facts“: 

To the Honorabl:, the President of the Senate: 
The undersigned, minority of the Committee on 
Penal and Reformatory Institutions, respectfully 
dissent from the views of the majority of said 
Committee as embodied in their report. so far as 
the same relates to the Southern Illinois Peniten- 
tiary at Chester, and the recommendation that the 
sum of $225, 000 adaitionail should be appropriated 
to be used toward the completion of the buildings 
of that institution, 

We are opposed to so large an appropriation for 
additional buildings being made at this time, if, in- 
deed, any appropriation is necessary or expedient. 
We hold that no money should be appropriated 
from the Public Treasury forthe erection of new 
buildings or additional accommodations for con- 
victs, unless it be found that the buildings and ac- 
commodations already provided are insuflicient. 
As to whether or not this is the fact, we submit for 
the consideration of the Serate the following state- 
meat of 


FACTS AND FIGURES. 


It has heretofore been shown, by the report of 
the Commissioners of the Penitentiary at Joliet, 
that the largest number of convicts tne State has 
ever NN 1,900. These were all provided for 
at Joliet, and seemingly without any great incon- 
venience, so far, at least, as prison accommoda- 
tions were concerned, The entire number of con- 
victs now in the two Penitentiarics is not far from 
1,700. Of these, about 1,300 are ‘at Joliet and 
about 400 at Chester. This is 200 less tnan the 
State has heretofore been able to provide for at the 
Joliet institution alone. There is no reason to 
suppose that the number of convicts will materially 
increase during the next two years, —certaiuly not 
beyond the number which has heretofore been con- 
fined in the Joliet Penitentiary.

THE CONTRACTS 


of the Commissioners of the Joliet Penitentiary 
call fora certain number of men, if there are so 
many conmcts in the State. There are enough 
in the State to fill all these contracts, but there are 
not enough at Joliet by about 300. 

The Joliet Penitentiary is very nearly self-sap- 
porting; with men enough to fill all of its contracts, 
Would doubtiess be entirely so. Then why ex- 
pend large amounts money to build another 
Penitenvuiary waich cannot be made self-support- 
zug? For it should be remembered that, after

THE INSANE. 

HORRORS OF MIXING THE SIMPLY UNFORTUNATE 

WITH THE UTTERLY BRUTAL AND DEPRAVED. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

ELN, III., April 15.—The present is a fitting 
time to invite the attention of your readers to 
the subject of insane criminals and the proper 
mode of providing for them, for the reason that 
there is a large and increasing number of this 
petuliar class among the insave in our State 
hospitals, and the recently-issued reports of 
these institutions, of the State Board of Chari- 
ties, of the Penitentiary Commissioners, and 
the message of Gov. Cullom, all call attention 
to the objectionable practice now prevailing of 
mingling indiscriminately the felonious and the 
reputable insane. 

A few prelimipary words may be proper in ex- 
planation of what is meant by ineane crim- 
nals.“ There are two classes of those in whom 
crime and insanity are found associated. In 
one, criminality is the essential feature; in the 
other, lunacy. ‘The “criminal insane are per- 
sons who, inastate of unmistakabie insanity, 
und frequently as a result of thatinsanity, are 
led into infractions of the law. They are per- 
sons of more or less estimable character when 
in their right mind. On the other hand, the 
class of insane criminals is composed of those 
who are essentially criminal in character and 
conduct, independent of their insanity, and in 
whom the latter is a secondary and often acci- 
dental development. It may be independent of 
their crime, or the erime with its consequences 
may be the direct cause of the imsanity, or the 
insanity may even be the cause of the crime, but 
throughout they bear the character of criminals. 
This is the class here refcrred to. 

„ THE “INSANE CRIMINALS,” 
asa whole, are composed of three elements. 
They consist, first, of convicts who become in- 
sane in the Penitentiary, or are sent thither in- 
sane; second, of persons who are arrested on a 
criminal charge, but are acquitted on the ground 
of insanity; third; of persons committing crimes 
who are never brought to trial on account of 
palpable iusanity. Taking the latter two di- 
visions as a whole, there is always a eertein 
vumber among them who are recognized as free 
from any moral taiat of crime, like the insane 
fanatic who sacrifices a life in exalted religious 
frenzy, or the epileptic who destroys his friend 
in delirious fury, the mother whose madness 
impels her to kil! ber own infant, or the maniac 
who commits larcenyunder a haliucinatury com- 
mand; but the large majority of crimes commit- 
ted by insane persons are the outgrowth of miu- 
gled depravity and insanity. The insane have 
the same passions, impu.ses, and many of the 
same motives as tne sane, but without the reas- 
oning power or self-control necessary to keep 
the wrong tendency in abeyance. Hence there 
is no legal guilt attaching to their crimes, but, 


the insane persons who commit crimes are, aside 
from their insanity, low in their organization 
and depraved io their tendencies. Previous 
training, habits, and surroundings, whether good 
or bad, are plainly visible in the large body of 
the insane, as all know who have come 
much in contact with them. ‘There are persons 
constantly arraigned for crime in our courts 
who are to a greater or less extent unsound in 
mind, yet are thorougugoing criminais. Some 
arc sent to the Prison, and some to the Asy- 
lum, 

ALMOST AS CHANCE MAY DETERMINE. 


The numoer of criminals recognized as insane 
increases in a notable manner, however,—partly 
because mental disease is better understood 
than formerly, partly because insanity as a 
whole is on the increase, and perhaps, also, be- 

cause the plea of insanity is often frauduleatly 

but successfully set up. I will nowendeavor to 
give some idea as to the numbers, character- 
istics, and present management of the insane 

criminals of Illinois. First, as to the insane 
convicts, the law requires that any prisoner 
found insane in the Penitentiary shail be sent 

on the certificate of the Prison Physician to the 

State Asylum, and compeis the Asvlum au- 
thorities, nclens volens, to receive all of this 

class. In this manner not less than seventy- 

five convicts have been sent to the three State 

hospitals, and there are at the present time 

thirty-two insane convicts scattered among 
these institutions. Itis scarcely necessary to 

explain how unfit the Asylum is for the deten- 

tion of such characters, or bow great is the in- 

jury done by their forced association with the 

ordinary insane. This can be seen almost at a 
glance. The Insane Hospital is a charitable, 

not a penal institution, and its inmates are ac- 

corded ail possible freedom, treated with liber- 

ality, and granted privileges which convicts, as 

a rule, are 

ONLY CAPABLE OF ABUSING. ; 
There is none of the quasi-military discipline, 

solidity of construction, and strict surveillance 
of the prison, and these would plainly be out of 
place in such an establishment, sioce the most 
enlightened treatment of the insane at the 

present day leans more and more toward ex- 

tension of freedom and removal of restraint 

as far as possibie. But most of the persuns 
vow under discussion need thc @ osest supervision 
They have in their career of crime acquired 

special skill in eluding the vigilance of custody 

and pursuit, and in the practice of thieving, 

house-breaking, etc., have thoroughly learned 

all the ‘“‘cracksman’s” arts; hence, a large 

part of them sooner or later effect their es- 

cape trom the Asylum and return to acourse of 
life which rapacity and lunacy combined render 
sufficiently dangerous to the community. The 

majority of them, as is well known, retain in 

their insanity all their natural cunning and 

criminal propensity. The precautions taken to 

render the prison secure are enormous, and yet 

some of its worst and most dangerous inmates 

are thus sent to the ordinary Asylum, where 

about one-fifth of them sooner or later make 

good their escape, while their constant at- 

tempts in that direction are a source of danger 

in the Asylum, ceaseless anxiety, to the officers, 

and much indirect injustice to the other i- 

mates. The disproportion in escapes among the 

criminals is calculated to create surprise, but it 

is due solely to ‘the unfitness of the Asylum 

building and administration for detaining this 

class, and not to any lack of vigilance on the 

part of the Asvlum officers. The fault is in the 

system which makes these officers responsible 

for those whom they have uo proper facilities 

for guarding, 

Before considering the influence exerted by 

this must degraded class of the insane upon the 

ordinary and proper inmates of the Hospital, 

we will take up the second and third divisions 

of the criminal insane as above given. These

' lea of insanity, 

the law ordains shall go to the — Hospital, 
and the authorities there are compelled to re- 
ceive them, no matter how crowded the Hospi- 
tal may be or bow unfit the prisoners may be 
for such an establishment, although with re- 
gard to all other inmates they are allowed full 
discretion. Of course, only such are under con- 
sideration bere as possess, quite apart from 
their insanity, the criminal cbaracter and in- 
stincts. In the few years that the present law 
bas been in force, there have been not less than 
twenty-five who have gone on miftimus to the 
State Hospitals, and these institutions Lave m 
custody now not less than twelve or fifteen of 
that class. In addition to these, there is an in- 
definite number of those never brought to trial 
who are evident criminals. Ten who nad not 
been brought to trial have come to the Northern 
Hospital in the last seven years, and probably a 
corresponding number to each of the other two 
institutions. Of these ten, five are such as 
would readily be conceded by all to belong to 
the criminal class. 
It would be natural to suppose that those in- 
dividuals whose insanity takes the direction of 
crime, especially if the crime be of a gross and 
outrageous nature, were

mong the twenty-three convict insane re- 
— one of the State Hospitals in the past 
six or seven rears have been: Ove professional 
pickpocket, one “ song and dance man from 
the lowest slums, one female receiver ot stolen 
goods, one female burglar, two ravishers, three 
murderers, two male burglars, one common 
tiief, and one female assailant with murderous 
intent. Next, in the list of nine coming to the 
Hospital after acquittal on à criminal charge 
have been three murderers and one le- 
male keeper of a house of  ili-fame. 
Among the ten or more not brought 
to trial were one forger, one incestuous seducer, 
one male incendiary, one female incendiary, and 
one bank-robber. 

I have only mentioned here those who retain- 
ed their criminal characteristics, certainly all 
their capacity for further michief, and in the 
main the degree of intelligence or cunning nat- 
urally belonging to them. It would be easy to 
give the revolting details of the previous life 
and of the outrageous bebavior in the Hospital 
of these moral lepers; but the reader may be 
spared that infliction, as all can sec from the na- 
ture of the case what these must be. It may be 
sud in all soberness that the most shameful and 
debasing influence against. decency, order, 
peace, and health of mind and body emanates 
from these insave criminals. They are much 
more prone than the rest of the insane to com- 
mit dangerous and violent acts, to teach new 
lessons in vice to the weak and impressible ones 
around them, to concoct plans of mischief, es- 
cape, or mativy, to torment the feeble and 
irasciole about them. 

It can ouly be necessary that this state of af- 
fairs should become known to receive universal 
condempation, and incite those conecrued 
towards measures of relief, and this is the ouly 
excuse for bringing before the public 

DETAILS 80 UNPLEASANT TO CONTEMPLATE. 


There are few indeed of the best and more for- 
tunate in any eommunity to whom at some time 
is not brought iorcibiy home a sense of the 
depth of the calamity produced by insanity. I: 
invades all ages, ranks, and regions, and is truly 
no respector of persons, and any one who 
will for a moment make the case his 
own can readily see what would be his 
reluctance, nay indignant rebellion,-at seeing 
a dear friend consigned in an Asylum to the 
company of the basest and most desperate 
criminals, stained with vice and furiher de- 
moralized by insanit v, —for insanity never im- 
proves the nature of its victim, but often adds 
darker and more repulsive features. There is 
scarcely a State Asylum in the Union except in 
New York where criminals do not mingle freely 
with other inmates. In New York there is an 
Asylum for Insane Criminals in connection with 
the Penitentiary at Auburn, and that establish- 
ment at present accommuedates 120 of this class. 

No other State in the Union bas an Asylum for 
its criminals, though there are several in which 
the question has been agitated. The Legisla- 

ture of Ohio, two years since, passed a joiot 
resolution appointing a Commission to report 
upon a plan of relief by which the fifty insane 
convicts in the Fenitentiary might be suitably 
rovided for. io Massachusetts, after a long 
iscussion of the subject, an addition for twenty- 
tive convicts has been made to the new Prison. 
In Maine there are separate ceils for 
the insane convicts of the State Prison. 
In Pennsylvania a long dispute between the 
officials as to the situation of the convict 

Asvium bas prevented the seventy-five insane 
convicts of that State from having any;thiog 
done for their relief. The Board of Charities 
were desirous of haviag the convicts confined in 
a department of one of the Asylums, but the 
Superintendents of the Asylums objected to 
this course. 


IT IS THE OPINION OF ALL MEDICAL MEN 


familiar with the subject that the convict or 
criminal asylum should be connected with the 
ison uniess it is altogether independent. 
thers might, perhaps, naturally assume that 
all insane persons belong at the Asylum, but a 
little reflection or experience will make it plain 
that convicts and criminals are, when insane, 
not less vicious, dangerous, and depraved, but 
often more so, than when sane, Insanity is a 
misfortune for both, but does not and cannot 
obliterate the great gulf fixed between them by 
their previous career. The opinion of the chief 
officers of asylums in this country is expressed 
by the Association of: American Superiatend- 
ents “ at its annual meeting in 1873 is shown in 
the resolutions given below. This is our oldest 
and most experienced body of physicians inter- 
ested in ivsanity, and their opinion possesses 
the highest authority on this point: 
Resoived, That neither the cells of the peniten- 
tiaries and jails, nor the wards of ordinary hospi- 
tals for the insane, are proper places for the custody 
and treatment of this class of insane. 
Hesoltved, That when the number of this class in 
any State is suilicient to justify such a course, 
tnese cases snould be placed in a hospital specially 
provided for them, and that, until this can be done, 
they should be treated in a hospital connected with 
some prison, and notin the wacrus or separate build- 
ings upon any part of the grounds of an ordinary 
hospital for the insane, 
THE OPINION OF OFFICERS OF PENITENTIARIES 


coincides with the above. I know of none who 
would not prefer that the insane should be 
placed in another department of the Peniten- 
tiary. I may cite upon this point amoug 
others the physiciau of the California Peniten- 
tiary, the Trustees of the Indiana State Prison 
North. the Warden of the IIlinois Penitentiary 
at Joliet. The principal reason with prison oll 
cers probably is that there is a constant tendency 
among couvicts to feign insanitv, tor the pur- 
pose of being sent to the Asylum, which they 
consider a short cut“ to liberty. Such cases 
are constantly coming up, are frequently very 
difficult of detection, cause immense trouble 
and annoyance, and, if successful, lead to 
numerous other attempts of the same kind 
among other convicts, who watch keenly the 
result in all instances. Tanis state of affairs 
leads in time to injustice to convicts who are 
reaily insane, as along and severe testing and 
examination of cach case is necessary, and 
many who perhaps ought to goto the Asylum 
do not get there. All this would be obviated 
if the Asylum was a department of the penal 
institution and under a similar but milder dis- 
cipline. 


IN ADDITION TO THE REASONS #URNISHED BY 
EXPEDIENCY AND MOSALITY, 


this plan is to be recommended on the score of 
economy. In IIlinois not less than $1,500 must 
have been spent in transporting seventy-five 
couvicts from the Penitentiary to the three 
Asylums. But the great saving would be in 
Lhe cost of support between the State Hospital 
and the Penitentiary. An institution or De- 
partment of the Prison for the Insane would be 
regulated upon the same general scale of ex- 
peuditure as the prison, and this would be 
ample ivr the class under consideration. 
According to the report of the Warden of 
the qoliet Penitentiary, the entire cost per diem 
for each prisoner during the last official year 
has been 33½% cents. The corresponding figures 
for the same period at the Northern Insave Hos- 
pital has been 573g. A difference of 24 cents per 
diem on 82 convicts (the Dumber now in the 
State Hospitals), would in one year amount to 
the required addition. Ihe sum required would 
be ver greatly reduced by the fact that nearly 
all the labor coula be performed by convicts. 
lf, now, such changes were made in the law 
that non-convict insane of the strictiy criminal 
class could, in the discretion of courts, be re- 
manded to this institution after acquittal of 
crime, instead of to the State Asylum, another 
great saving Would de effected-and the Asylums 
would be relieved of a peat and scourge which 
now infests them. Twelve would be a very 
moderate estimate of the number of this class 
now in our hospitals, and the additional annual 
saving upon these would be $1,051, or, with 
saving upon convicts, $3,352 yearly. 

Let it further be remembered that these 
thirty-two conviets, twelve or fifteen unconvicted 
criminals, and pearly as many more insane never 
brougut to trial for their crimes, occupy room at 
the Hospital * needed by those who 
haye tue first and most legitimate claims upon 
the institution. Ali our hospitals are constantly 
filled to overflowing, and hundreds are thrown 
upon the tender mercies of the almshouse or 
caged or confined by their own families. 


IN AN EVEN LESS ENLIGHTENED MANNER. 


The advantages to flow from a rate an

Union yesterday that the rate of wages had 
been fixed at $2 per day was productive of 
strong opposition on the part of the vessel- 
owners, and a conference was hold by a number 
of them at the Lumber-Vessel-Owners’ Assocla- 
tion’s office on South Water street, near Frank- 
lin, and the following was drawn up and signed 
by many owners and masters of vessels in the 
grain and coarse freight trades: 

Cuicaco, April 18, 1879.—We, the undersigned 
Owners and masters of vessels now lying in the 
port of Chicago, agree to lay our vessels up until a 
concession is made on the part of the seamen who 
have determined to exact 82. 00 per day for wages. 

Notice was given that vessel-owuers and mas- 
ters will hold a meeting this Morning at 9:30 
o’clock at No. 230 South Water street to con- 
sider sailors’ wages. 

Later in the day the following dispatch was 
received by the Secretary of the Lumber-Vessel- 
Owners’ Association: 

MILWAUKEE, April 18.—To Jacob Johnson: 
Milwankee vessel-owners have reselved to pay 
$1.50 per day. Do the same. 

Joux SAVELAND, Secretary. 

Vessel-owners asserted that they could not 
afford to pay $2 per day at the present rates of 
freight, and informed reporters that crews had 
been shipped at $1.50 per dav oh the schrs I. M. 
Forrest, Pauline, and Sky lark, and the crew of 
the Jennie Mullins bad engaged at 810 per man 
for the trip over the Jake and back. On, the 

other hand the Union sailors reported that the 
crews on those vessels had been hired before 
the rate of wages was announced, and that the 
men composing them belonged to the Union, and 
would not sail for less than 82 per day on their 
return. The vessel-owners Also reported that 
there are several hundreds of idle non-Union 
sailors in the city who would he giad ship at 
$1.50 per diem, and the Union seamen say it re- 
mains to be seen if they get them; und that 
there are 2,890 active members of the Chicago 
Branchpf the Lake Seamen’s Union who will 
for less than $2.00 per day unless that 
des otherwise. 

Will probably take decidea action 
in the matter, and a bitter conflict is likely to 
ensue between the organizations of the vessel- 
owners and the sailors. Fresh developments 
are looked for to-day from both sides. 

Crews are needed now only in the lumber 
and other coarse freight trade, and the demand 
for seamen is not as great as it wil] be when the 
Straits open. if a lockout occurs it is not likely 
that it will last long.

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| LITERATURE. 
“THE KING’S SECRET.” 

France, 140 years ago, presented a sorry spec- 
tacle: a King so vicious as to be repulsive, a 
Government so Venal as to be infamous, a Court 
so greedy as to be beggarly, and common peo- 
ple so oppressed as to be pitiable in their misery 
and despicable ju their loyalty-and submissive- 
ness. A third of the arable land ip France was 
held, untaxed, by the Church, the instrument 
of oppression; another third practically un- 
taxed by the nobles, the immediate oppressors ; 
leaving the remaining third—the refuse from 
which the othcrs had made their selections—to 
sustain the burden of an insatiable Court, an 
ineffectual army, and an unmanageable debt. 
The King was the key-stone of the arch, and the 
Church its corner-stone; and the corner-stone 
rested on the crusbed and maimed right band of 
labor. So things endured until in 1789 the 
devil and, his angels took the matter in hand, 
and remedied it in a devilish way, jerking out 
the key-stone and overturning the corner-stone ; 
then the arch fell in pieces. 

The subject should be studied in the lurid 
light cass upon it by Taine’s Ancien Regime.“ 
The King of France was io each of his subjects 
the dispenser of justice, the anchorof faith, 
the fountain of mercy, the sun whose light 
made day and whose shadow made night. To 
be sent away from the Court, to live upon your 
estate (uo matter how broad and magnificent, 
or how much in need of your presence and care), 
was “ruin,” a disaster brought upon you by 
your enemies.“ To receive an appointment to 
a fat sinccure ora great pension out of the 
public purse was a mark of roval favor “; and 
then to have it taken away and given to another 
was an injustice oniy to be atoned for by some 
more profitable gift of stolen goods, A huge 
slice from tbe treasure wrung from the wretch- 
ed people was given to one man to assuage his 
grief at not receiving a certain appointment; 
and then similar though smaller slices toa 
dozen other cormorants to keep them from 
being jealous. ; 

Tax-gatherers and tax-farmers for the poor, 
noblemen’s sons for army-officers, Jesuits for 
spiritual guides, lettres de cachet for the extinc- - 
tion of personal and political foes,a Pare aux 
cerfs for royalty, whither young girls could be 
coaxed or carried for his use. What remained 
wanting to make ahell on earth? Louis XV. 
for a King and such as de Broglie for courtiers. 

Louis the Well-Beloved,“ so-called, ironi- 
cally of otherwise, was the King whose secret 
forms the subject of the two bulky volumes be- 
fore us,—almost 1,000 tages. He was the last 
predecessor of bim who was beheaded in the 
Revolution, and perhaps the worst of the whole 
line, though this is saving a great deal. The 
secret was a private correspondence which the 
King kept up for twenty years with agents 
whom hig Ministers supposed to be acting under 
their instructions, while King and agents knew 
themselves to be deceiving the Ministers. The 
first object sought by these deceivers of decety- 
ers wag the placing of a Frenchman on the 
throne of Poland. The second was an invasion 
of England. 

Now which of two dead men, in a dead cen- 
tury. might have been placed on the throne of 
a dead Kingdom by the machinations of a sys- 
tem ot chicauery how dead and buried, we do 
not much care. Still, the story is interesting as 
history, is fascinating as a scandalous chronicle, 
and is valuable as a dreadful warning against 
any dynasty of irresponsible power, or even any 
“entangling alliances,” and against be- 
immeshed in the web of. European 
secret diplomacy. The incredible, inconceivabie 
duplicity, which is naiveiy set down by the 
author, the present Duc de Broglie, as prac- 
ticed by his uncle, Count de Broglie, the secret 
agent in the King’s machinations, makes a spec- 
tacle for gods — men. The writer is apparent- 
ly a good Catholic, and is coniessedly au admirer 
of monarchy. He says in his preface: 


I shall greatly deceive myself if . . . the 
character of the chief actor in this little drama, 
Count de Broghe, does not, in spite of its many 
weaknesses, present the always pleasing spectacle 
of a mind to which lofty political views were 
familiar, and of a soul filied with passionate desire 
for the public welfare. . An institution 
such as that rn which counts ten centuries 
of duration and of glory, is strong enough to bear 
the full light of history: and its discriminating ad- 
mirers hope I am among the numoer) have no 
interest in disguising either the faults of the sorry 
monarch who precipitated its fall or the eviis of 
that arbitrary power which too often violated ita 
principles and impaired its beneficence. 


So our author is very proud of his royal line 
of conspirators-in-chief. Then he is also proud 
of bis uncle, the co-conspirator, and details his 
lies, written, acted, and spoken, with a sublime 
unconsciousness ol theirturpitude. Let us look 
at the two sets of.instructions with which de 
Broglie started on his half-open, balf-secret er- 
8 * a.

brother of the Dauphiness whose son was 
afterward Louis XVI. But vo; this was too 
simpleand natural a plan; too likely to be in 
accordance with the wishes of the people to be 
governed. ‘The Prince de Conti, a Bourbon of 
the bl Roval, must be privately.belped to 
the place, without any one’s knowing anything 
about it. Everybody must be fooled into ad- 
vaneing this project, while supposing himself 
to be doing something entirely different. 

Poland was then rushing on her doom, which 
she met in 1772. Not being a true monarchy, 
she was weak for offensive warfare; and, not 
beipg a true republic, she was weak for defense. 
For her love for national independence, she 
deserved to endure; but for her disregard of 

rsonai liberty she deserved to perish; and, the 
atter being the greater consideration, it swayed 
her destiny and she fell. The description of 
Poland and the Poles is the most brilliant and 
graphic portion of the work before us, but it 
has not now enough interest to take up our 
space. Poland only flashes into the world’s no- 
tice nowadays when she kills a Russian op- 
pressor, or sends us a charming actress. Vol- 
taire sums up the Polish Goverument, or no- 
Government, in a few words when he says that 
the Polish nobility, by their resistance to the 

neral march of civilization, had preserved to 
their country the Government of the Gauls and 
Franks—contemporaries of the beginning of the 
Christian era. 

Iv his first paragraph the narrator says that 
the readers of his book will find in it “no ro- 
mantic history, very few court intrigues, and 
not a scrap of scandal.” He certainly has made 
the chronicle as little scandalous as he could, 
but to leave out all indecency from a history 
treating ot Europe in the eighteenth century 
would be to leave its life untold. Observe the 
author's cool manner of introducing’ on the 
scene the King’s new mistress, Mme. de Pom- 
padour: 

The Abbe de Bernis had been a friend 
of the Poisson family, the first among the bour- 
geoisie which, contrary to el) tradition, bad fur- 
nished an occupant for the post until then exciu- 
sively reserved for the dahghters of the 
nobility; be had seen the beauty... . 
unfold itself under the wing of Mme. 
Poisson.. When unboped-for greatness had 
become the guerdon of that loveliness, the 
new Marquise Pompadour looked around her for a 
gide; . . . the man of honor kept his engage- 
ment as scrupulously as the priest had contracted 
it readily. | 

Before leaving this unsavory subject, let us 
skip forward to the advent of Mme. du Bar- 
ry, which was simultaneous with the death of 
Pompadour. 

When that base .and insignificant creature was 
taken out of obscurity by a caprice, she was only 
too happy to escape from noverty and nothingness; 
she dia not dream of playing a political part. If 
she had been left to enjoy the unhoped-for reward 
of her beauty in peace. if they had let the King sa- 
tiate his passion to the point of diégust, this inci- 
dent of vulgar cebauchery would net have brought 
about a Ministerial revolution. . Iindig- 
nation was legitimate. and the scandal wus 
only too patent. But was it for Choiseul, the fa- 
vorite of Mme. de Pompadour. to talk so loud? 
No doubt there was not an exact parity between 
the cases, and in passing from the daughter of 
Lenormant, the farmer-General, to Lauge, the 
prostitute, the King made several steps downward 
in the scale of immorality and indeécency. .. . 
Mme. de Pomnadour berself . had care- 
fully trained the purveyors of the King’s pleasures, 
and had set them on that line of search which led 
them to Mme. du Barry.

The title of **Catherine’s Lover“ was almost an 
official dignity. since the Empress Elizabeth had 
herself advised her niece to secure the succession 
of the Romanofis from extinction by this means;

tated by debauchery, was a consenting party tothe 
arrangement. Poniatowski’s name was inscribed 
as the second or third on the list, which was 
closed only by the death of Catherine. The am- 
orous Princess could devise no better means of 
keeping him wita ber than by making a formal re- 

uest that he should be appointed Saxon Envoy at 
the Court of St. Petersburg. Then, later, it

I do not wish to clear Mme. du Barry in the 
eyes of posterity. yx ut it is important 
for the sake of the morality of. history to 
recognize that, while Divine Providence, for the 
chastisment of nations, sometimes abandons power 
to unworthy hands, such vile instraments are not 
suffered to oecome the primary and real cause of 
great political revolutions. - 

Divine humbug! Divine cant! This courte- 
san, for the chastisement of nations,“ could 
ruin ope of them, but she could not ruin two! 
Oh no, that would be doing Divibe Providence 
an injustice! | 

In the second volume is narrated the prose- 
eution of a plan for the invasion of England. In 
a time of profound peace and apparent friendli- 
ness, Count de Broglie elaborated the scheme, 
and the wretched Louis clutched at it as part of 
the secret,“ vot informing his Ministers. An 
adventurer named D’Eon was employed, made 
and sent to England asa 
apy. 10 this D Eon, a charming specimen 
(who either spent balf his life disguised as a 
woman or the other half disguised as a man) 
100 solid pages of space are devoted. He quar- 
reled with his colleagues in the Embassy to En- 
gland (not sharers in he secret), and with- 
drew himself from them: then for weeks and 
months the mighty and glorious fuler of France 
was in a state of pitiable terror lest his double, 
triple, quadruple dealing should be discovered 
by his Cabinet, by England, and by the world 
at large. To bribe D’Eon to silence and the 
restitution of documents, 12,000 francs annuity 
were granted him. He demanded security, and 
what can one imagine Louis allowed to be offer- 
ed him? A mortgage on the property of De 
Broglie and his wife! 

The Abbe de Broglie, uncle of the Count, is 
one of the most refreshing characters in the 
book. He seems to have stepped bodily out of 
some old French comedy. Some paragraphs in 
his worldly-wise old letters are too good to be 
lost: 

‘*T know how to speak and how to keep silence, 
according to the occasion; and when I talk to my 
cat I do not call him by his name. I do not say to 
him, Cat! cat!’ although I see very clearly that 
he is a cat.” He patient. I entreat you, you 
write like an archangel, but pride is the vice of 
Lucifer: it surely ruins its man, and renders his 
talents apa his virtues unbearable; while modesty 
and mild ness win pardon for vices and defects. 
Pray to God briefly, but with fervor, 
“oer and laugh at fools, but take care not to 
langh at your old uncie. Beware of writing to the 
King—that is a temptation of the Evil One. The 
King will always be aware of your) zeal, as well as 
of your sweet temper, which would drive 4 Cabu- 
chin to despair.” 

I have seen your mother, that faithful and 
plaintive turtie-dove. She is thé most virtuous 
and sensible person in all the world, and the least 
fitted to govern men, or even women. She is al- 
Ways right, and that is just where she is wrong.” 

The crowning achieve t of this old sinner 
is forging a letter from b niert to her father. 
mingling with the phrases, which are aimed at a 
certain effect, “many expressions of filial ten- 
derness, details about household matters and 
bePewn health; such as a daughter would write 
only to her parents. This precious document 
he reads, as genuine, to the Dauphin and there- 
OV attains his object. Then he asks pardon 
from his niece “ for having lent ber language, 
Which is, nevertheless, very like ber own. if I 
have not attained the true, 1 have at least ob- 
served the semblance of it.“ He was a Freuch 
priest and courtier. That is all. 

Aud so, and so, the book is very interesting. 
It is as naively seif-stultifving as Boswell’s 
Johnson, to any one who can “ read between the 
lines.“ It is most grapnic and reaiistic; it 
seems almost like a telephone, connecting us 
with a past century and a past state of things; 
and We listen to its thin, mecnapical voice with 
a lascmated atteution. Or, reailing it may be 
likened toinding ourselves the first jutruders

The author's style is good for its purpose, —a 
* diffuse yet continuous narrative, personal, di- 
rect, not given to generalizing or moralizing. 
The translation, barring a few mel ces in its 
English, seems a very good one, doing full jus- 
tice to its original, and making us quite torget 
that it is not itself that original. 

This curious monograph concludes as follows: 

If Royalty had appreciated, if the Republic 
had spared, this class, it would have lent a steady 
support to a limited monarchy, the only form of 
government whicn has hitherto beeu able to secure 
to & great country stability of law and the benefits 
of pubiic liberty. . 

Thanks, M. le Duc; accept the assurance of 
our distinguished consideration, and allow us 
to ask your attention to a country not abso- 
lutelv insignificant, but which seems to have es- 
caped your notice,—a country so well satisfied 
with its century of law and liberty that it holds 
some millions of men ready to die in their boots 
rather than submit to the system you uphold as 
the “only Goverument.“ And this same coun- 
try loves France well enough to bope that she 
has definitely entered upon a parallel career. 
And therefore we thank you for unconsciously 
doing your part (like the Ministers of Louis 
XV. who were not in the secret“) to establish 
that state of things in France which is furthest 
from your wishes. The aim of your book is 
monarchical—its tendency Republican. J. K. 


THE AGES BEFORE MOSES. 

The lectures contained in this volume attract- 
ed general attention when they were delivered 
in Chicago last year in the Second Presbyterian 
Church and in Farwell Hall. Dr. Gibson has 
evidently studied the subjects of these discourses 
with care and with the use of the best helps. It 
is his object to clear up difficulties and to show 
how the Book of Genesis points forward to 
Christ and His Gospel. Many of the objections 
urged by shallow and profane enemies of the 
Bible are completely answered by putting facts 
in their proper relations and expounding the pui- 
poses of the sacred writer, which cavilers so 
often overiook. In the main, Dr. Gibson’s book 
is one of unusual interest both as to the style 
and the treatment of the subjects considered. In 
relation to some points we venture to differ 
with the author, and on a few perhaps do not 
fully understand him. 

In the first lecture be tells us that Christ and 
not the Bible is the foundation on which 


the system of Christianity rests. On page 
25 he says, “Only get the authority 
of Christ, as. speaking in the name of 
God to us, fully certified, and every- 


thing that as Christians we believe follows of 
course.” But without the Bible how is the 
authority of Christ to be “fully certified to 
us’’? The character of Christ, it is true, as 
presented in the New ‘Testament, affords a 
powerful witness to the validity of his claims, 
before we have examined the testimony of“ the 
aposties and prophets,’’ who are instrumentally 
a part of the foundation.“ Perhaps this is 
our author’s meaning, but we are not quite sure. 
Certainly the moral evidences which we find in 
support of Christianity in the contents of the 
Bible are more to most minds than the critical 
proofs; and Christ is the critical figure. 

Dr. Gibson regards the acccount of the crea- 
tion in Genesis, ., as an apocalypse, or panor- 
amic vision which must have come before the 
mind of the writer like the visionsin John’s 
anocalypse at the close of the New Testament. 
He asserts that this chapter is not historv, be- 
cause no man could have been present to witness 
the process of the creation. But could not 
history be revealed to the writer without 
visions? There is no intimation, either in Gen- 
esis or elsewhere in the Scripture, that this 
chapter is apocalyptic in the scnse intimated by 
Dr. Gibson. ‘The tenableness of the theory that 
the six Gays of the creation were indefinitely 
long periods of time is doubtful. Asa matter 
of exegesis, the rigidly scholarly exposition of 
Keiland Detitzsch is preferabie. It is possible, 
also, to question Dr. Gibson’s interpretation of 
the “cherubim’”’ and ‘* flaming sword,“ by 
which “the wav to the tree of life 
is guarded.” Still the author's explana- 
tions of difficuities are generally correct, 
and adapted to relieve the perplexities of many 
honest inquirers. The book is well worthy of 
careful reading and study. Such discussions 
are called for at the present time; and, whether 
We agree with Dr. Gibson or not, we must ac- 
cord to him the credit of a sincere wisa to coun- 
teract what he believes to be serious errors, and 
to lead his readers into a safe path. It is sel- 
dom thata volume so small as this is found 
to contain so much well considered aud fresh 
thought, and so many indices pointing to new 
lines of profitable my te (“The Ages Before 
Moses: A Series of Lectures on the Book of 
Genesis.”

EGTPTTOPALESTINE. 

President Bartlett is among the best classical 
and Biblical scholars of this country. His new 
book of travels is an octavo of about 550 pages. 
The maps and illustrations are reliable and suf- 
ficientv numerous. The author, after two in- 
troductory chapters which are highly interest- 
ing and instructive, proceeds to his main object, 
which is the investigation of the facts and his- 
torical evidences that tend to confirm the 
Scriptural rord ef the experience of the Is- 
raelites in Egypt and the wilderness, and in en- 
tering the land of promise, together with no- 


tices of the localities in which occurred 
the chief events in their history dur- 
ing this important period of their 
national life. The intimate acquaintance 


of the writer with Egvptian history and the re- 
sults of the later inquiries in the whole field of 
Oriental antiquities, and his fine lingulstie at- 
tainments, qualify him for such investigations in 
an extraordinary measure. His chapters on 
Egypt and the Niie, Pharaoh, Traces of Contact 
between Israel and Egypt, the Land of Gosben, 
and The Exodus, contain a strong argument 
against the position of those modern skeptics who 
question the whole account of Israel’s residence 
in Ezypt and deliverance from the oppressions of 
Pharaoh. His notices of sites in the wilderness, 
such as Marab, Elim, and Sinai, are also highly 
satisfactory. But, besides the confirmations of 
Scripture which this volume affords, it abounds 
in varied information respecting facts and events 
connected with the whole track of the autnor’s 
travel throuch Italy, Egypt, Arabia, and Syria, 
It is not often that a work contaming the results 
of so much learned inquiry is written in a style 
and manper so well adapted to interest and in- 
struct ordivary readers. This volume ought to 
obtain a careful reading on the part of multi- 
tudes who ‘have po acquaintance with such au- 
thors as Burchardt, Wilkinson, Robinson, and 
Rawlinson. A wider and more accurate knowl- 
edge of Biblical antiquities is still greatly 
needed, (“From Egypt to Palestine Through 
Sinai, the Wilderness, and the South Country.”

He 
aims inthis case rather at instruction and the 
enforcement of truth than at the critical exami- 
nation of difficulties, while he incorporates 
many results of the critical labors of others who 
have written on the same subjects. This book 
holds an important place, which seems, almost 
as if by design, to be supplementary to the lect- 
ures of Dr. Gibson and the volume of Dr. Bart- 
lett. Dr. Gibsou considers important facts in 
the Biblical history before the time of Moses; 
and Dr, Bartlett follows by a careful investiga- 
tion of questions pertaining to the history of 
Isruel during the period beginning with the bond- 
age in Egypt, and ending with the death of 
Moses and the introduction of the people into 
the promised and under the lead of Joshua.

LAW OF RAILROAD SECURITIES. 

The branch of law treating of railroad securi- 
ties has, within the last ten years, developed in 
an astonishing degree, and the subject is so 
complex that a text-book on it will doubtless 
prove very valuable, and especially in the West- 
ern States, where sqmany railroads have been 
sold under the auctioneer’s hammer. Although 
the general principles governing railroad mort- 
gages are very similar to those relating to real- 
estate securities, yet there are also new princi- 
ples, and many new illustrations of old ones, 
which amoly justify Mr. Joues in giving a 
special work on this subject. The author is al- 
ready well knuwn by his excellent work on real- 
estate mortgages, and in a measure the present 
volume is a supplement to his former work. Op 
this account he omits apy discussion of the 
elementary principies of the law of mortgages 
in general, and begins with an examination of 
the powers of railroad companies to incumber 
their property. Ihen follow chapters on the 
form and construction of railroad mortgages, 
the property covered by them, the legal nature 
of rolling stock, on bonds, railroad aid bonds, 
Soating debts, foreclosure proceedings, appoint- 
ment of Receivers, and proceedings in bank- 
ruptcy and insolvency ageinst railroads. The 

reater part of the law on the subject having 
seen developed since 1870, it is by no means set- 
tied, and the euthor at times seems o endeavor 
unnecessarily to reconcile the copflicting decis- 
tons for the purpose of making them 


appear harmonious. No case demands 
more careful attention or presents 
more “ difficulty~ tuan the foreclosure of 
a railroad mortgage. Few companies 


run a smooth course to success, but their affairs 
are complicated by schemes forfunding, scaling, 
cousvlidating, and reorganizing, and they are 
also burdened with mortgages on mortgages, 
besides floating debts’ of divers degrees of prior- 
ity, all of which are excecdingly difficult to un- 
derstand, and require years for settlement. As 
the author aptly says, it is fortunate that the 
Federal Courts have been the foremost to lead 
the way in the growth of this brauch of juris- 
prudence,—courts of the highest authority, aud 
consequently there is less diversity of opinion 
than would have been the case had all the differ- 
ent courts of the several States passed on the 
same questions ju the first place. 

Moreover, as the law is 80 recent, the de- 
cisions are not so numerous 88 to illustrate 
every principle, and the author ig often at a loss 
for an authority. This has led him into giving 
very copious analyses and quotations of adjudi- 
cated cases, and swelled the Work to a size not 
justilied by the advantage gained. Many ciia- 
tions are only repetitions of well-established 
principles, and there seems to be a tendency to 
make a book,“ instead of Writing a well- 
digested treatise. Merely eumulative evidence, 
even in text-books, ts, if not tnadmissible, at 
least reprehensible. On the whole, however, 
the work is very vaitable. It is  ac- 
curate, the first and | t qualifica- 
tion; it is clearly written abd methodically 
arranged, and, judging from the number of 
cases cited, over 1,300, it must contain citations 
of nearly all the decisions on this branch of the 
law.

The death—probably sudden—is announced 
of Jean Hippolyte Cartier, dit de Viliemessant, 
who was born at Rouen, Ap 22, 1812, bore till 
the age of 14 the name of tp father, Col. Car- 
tier, when be took that of his mother, married 
at 18, and after carrying on for some time the 
trade of a ribbon-mercer went to Paris in 1839, 
and soon afterwards entered journalism. In 
1840 he founded at much expense La Sy/phide, 
and became a collaborateur won La Presse, for 
which be wrote ſeuilletons over the signature 
of Louise de Saint Loup.“ Immediately after 
the revolution of February, 1818, he founded Le 
Lampion, which was suppressed two months 
later,its editor earning ten days ot imprisonment. 
La Bouche de Fer, its successor, was strangled at 
its birth, and La Cron gu de Paris, publication 
of which was begun Jan, 1, 1850, was suppressed 
in Juoe, 1852. In April, 1854, he resuscitated 
tor the third time, aided by his sons-in-law, MM. 
J. B. Jouvin and Bourdio, Le J garo, a paper 
then already famous tor its jawsuits and prose- 
cutions. From a semi-weekly it grew to a daily, 
certainly the most widely ksown of all the 
papers of France, and one of the most profit- 
able. Its founder—for so he may truly be call- 
ed—set himself from the very first to make a 
paper that would be talked about, and succeed- 
ed. It snowed writs and challenges in the 
office. He picked up every brilliant young 
chroniqueur that appeared in Paris and employed 
him at a fancy price to write for Le H. garo, the 
engagement ceasing as soon as the writer began 
to put too little pepper in ais cream-tarts, and 
usually ending in a raging quarrel with the 
editor. Henri Rochefort was the most famous 
of these, and it may be said that his chroniques 
in Le F’.garo, first airy and touching upon the 
most trivial subjects, and at last bitterly, if 
guardedily, criticising the Empire, and especially 
tne Empress, were the first shocks that set the 
edifice trem bling.

A dispatch from Philadelphia to the New York 
Tribune, dated April 14, reads as follows: .*‘ Dr. 
Isdac Hays, editor of the American Journal of 
Med cai Sc eness for fifty-two years, died here 
vesterday, after two months’ sickness.”’ 
On this the 7ribunme remarks: ‘Dr. Hays 
was born in Philadelphia July 5, 1796, and was 
educated at the University of Pennsylvania, 
where be was graduated B. A. in 1816 and M. D. 
in 1820. He wus a fellow-student with the late 
Dr. George B, Wood, and was best known as an 
oculist. He was of Hebrew extraction, but 
never attended any church, or ever conversed at 
all about religion. In 1827 he began the editor- 
ship of the Philadelphia Journal of Medical and 
Phys cal Sciences, to which was afterward given 
the title of the American Journal of Med cal 
Sciences. In 1875 William Cullen Bryant, who 
often spoke with favor of the /owrna’, said, in 
the New York evening Post: ‘In Europe, as 
well as in America, this magazine is regarded 
as one of the highest class of scientific periodic- 
als.’ Of the medical publications printed in 
the English language at the time of the Jowr- 
u s birth (1823), the Aeview of Ediuourg alone 
survives. Dr. Hays was the oldest living edit- 
or in the United States at the time of his th, 
He retired from the active practice of medicine 
hfteen — ago. Dr. Hays edited Hall's edition 
of Wüson's American Ornithology’ (eighteen 
volumes, 1828), ‘ Hoblyn’s Dictionary of Medical 
Terms, 4 Lawrence's Treatise on Diseases 
of the Ege’ (1847), and Arnott's Elements of 
Physies’ (1845). He wasa member of many 
American and European societies.”

SPARKS OF SCIENCE. 
TERTIARY FLORA. 

The issue of Part II. of the Fossil Flora of the 
Western Territories, under the auspices of the 
Hayden Survey, is an event in the history of 
science in America. In this peculiar and special 
field of palea-botany, Prof. Leo Lesquereux is 
couspicuous as being almost its only represeota- 
tive in Ameriea, and as having won distinction 
by his long-cortinued studies. Other paleoutol- 
ogists have given much attention to American 
fossil flora, but the eminent author ef the work 
under review alone is looked up to as the great 
authority on the subject. The majority of the

SELF-ACTING MACHINERY. 


Labor Almost Entirely Dispensed With, 
New, York Bulletin, 

Some time ago we made mention of a certain 
machine for maxing yarn and diamond cord,“ 
said to be in operation in the Bradford District, 
England, which is entirely automatic in its work- 
ing, and peading attention only to renew the 
supply of raw material or lubricate the different 
parts. Such a statement, although taken from 
oue of the leoding English trade-papers, seemed 
so surprising that it appeared to peed confirma- 
tion, and we have, therefore, summarized the 
facts givea below from other responsible 
sources. In what are known as ti Oak Mills, 
near Low Moor, Engiand, there are a number of 
the machines referred to, runving 132 hours 
per week, requiring attention but once 
every forty-eight hours, and producing beauti- 
ful fabrics, without any flaw in the goods or 
irregularity in the machine. The most im- 
portant part of the announcement is, that goods 
produced by this invention, which before its in- 
troduction sold at £25s6d, are now selling at 
41 48. The machines can work as well in the 
dark as in the ligbt, and were, according to last 
accounts, employed in manufacturing diamond 
yarn, capable of being used for a great vawiety 
of purposes, such as for piece-goods, scarfs, 
ladies’ shawls, neckties, trimmings, etc. The 
yarn is produced with a combination of colors, 
all of which are distinct, and may be made of 
The single threads used 


any kind of material. 
are so fine as ) 
to the ounce; and they can be increased in thick- 
ness, soastoweigh 100 yards to the ounce, 
The goods are produced so cheaply that 
they now find a good and profitable market iu 
Paris, where previously they could not be sold, 
8 to the high Freuch tariff. With reference 
to the manufacture of yarns, it is stated that 
one girl, paid at the rate of 14 shillings per 
week, can produce £1,000 worth of these yarns 
in six days. In fact, labor can hardly be said to 
be an appreciable item in the cost of the goods 
produced. The width of the trimmings manu- 
factured for ladies’ dressea, etc., varies from 
while one girl can 
produce £100 worth of these in a week, against 
£5 worth, the make of an ordinary weaviny-shed 
for the same time. The proprietor declares 
that, when he ‘first began the making 
of this class of goods. he paid about 
£100 per week in wages; but, with 
his new machinery, he ays scarcely 
anything, and now makes four times the varie- 
ty, at the same time commanding a much larger 
trade. Some 3.000 or 4,000 combinations are 
capable of being produced the same day. Silk 
spools, containing all shades of colors, are 
pegged and ready for the machines, and are 80 
arranged that they can be instantly changed in 
the process ol manufacture. In one day a gir! 
can prepare Warps sullicient to supply the ma- 
chines for forty-eight hours, during which time 
they require no attention. If this piece of 
mechanism really deserves all that is claimed 
for it, it must revulutionize the branches of 
inanulacture in which it is engaged, The facts 
are certainly rather astonishing, but they are 
vouched for by competent authorities, and we 
give them for what they are worth.

ly now we heard the fish-hawks 
calling; and their huge nests, in the tall trees 
by the water-side, could be seén frequently 
outlined against the stars. Five miles of steady 
rowing, and right ahead of us loomed a huge 
lignt chat illuminated the whole river. It was 
a reat bonfire of. the pitch-pine, kept burving 
by our frienas at the landing on Magnolia 
Plantation, to greet our expected party.

It was close upon morning when we went to 
sleep in the generous old bouse, having as night- 
caps some big fish-tales furnished by L., our 
genial host. 

THE SUN OF A NORTHERN JUNE, 
which rides along the Gulf-coast in March, suc- 
ceeded in awaking ut about 10 o’clock next 
morving, by abandoning the curtained east win- 
dow of our room, and passing op until he looked 
full in our faces from the south, which we bad 
left unguarded. A wide-branched magobolia- 
tree was occupied by a mocking-bird troupe for 
a morning-concert; and a beach-orchard in full 
blossom, beyond, gave a pink background, full 
or fragrance, for the choristers. We were 
abandoning ourselves to some moments more 
of this glorious morving-trapce, when a 
swift shadow passed across the sunlight be- 
yond the magnolia, and a hundred guinea-heus, 
turkeys, and chickens broke into au uproar, fol- 
lowed by the bang of a gun vader our window. 
This brought the Professor and Passenger 
Switch to their feet in time to see L. chasing a 
wounded hawk across the orchard. 

A breakfast somewhat later, in which excel- 
lent sweet-potatoes and spring-chickens formed 
a part, was followed by an examination of the 
surroundings and preparations fur adventure. 
On every side was the turpentine-forest of great 
pines, leaving a cleared space of filty acres 
around the buildings. This open was thick 
with fig-, peach-, and plum-trees. The orange- 
groves were farther down, near the bay. 

THIS TURPENTINE-PLANTATION— 
Magnolia—was one of the largest in the South 
in 1860. When the War broke out, and the 
stills and warehouses, with their thousands: of 
barrels of resin and turpentine were burned, 
the flames were visible at Mobile. Where the 
buildings had stood, the resin even now lay in a 
bed a foot thick over the ground; and the 
chimney still towered upward, with enough 
brick in it to build a house. To this adjoined 
the landing, up to which the river or inlet 
reached with abundant depth for tugs and 
small schooners. ‘The water was as clear as a 
Vermont trout-stream, and rose and fell with 
the tide of the bay, five miles away. It was alive 
with ocean-fish. As we stood upon the bank, 
the mullet were jumping into the air constantly ; 
while the ‘“‘swales”’ made by the pursuing reds, 
striped-bass, and trout, were visible. In a 
small, rock-bedded stream, feeding the inlet, 
near our feet, was counted 

TEN LARGE BLACK-BASS 

within a half-dozen yards of a tub where a negro 
woman was washing. The air was sweet with 
the balsam of the turpeutine-trees, and glori- 
fied by the flowers that lined the banks. ere 
were fishing, flowers, fruit, turpentine-distilling, 
alligator-shooting, salt air and balsam air, and 
sun-baths, for a March treat. 

It was decided that the first day should be 
devoted to turpentine. A still was running five 
miles away, and, after fifteen minutes of 
exc-edingiy lively adventure, we started to 
Walk the distance through the woods. This bit 
of active experience consisted i. commencing 
the journey with a lumber-wagon containing 
chairs for seats and mules for motive power, 
and a y full of original sin, belonging to 
Uncie Joe, the gardener, and bestridden by Tip- 
pecanoe. Our host had a herd of 
WILD PINEY-WOOD HOGS 


that nestled at noon under the cattle-shed. 
They resembled alligators set_up on stilts, and 
were of the genus that can, by thrusting the 
head partly through a fence, snap: the fourth 
row of corn. The jaws have a split of two-thirds 
the length of the animal; and, if.one were ever 
killed, the strong meat would be perfectly safe, 
with the smoke-house door open, in the midst 


of a colored settlement. As our turpen- 
tine- party rattled along dy the shed, 
this multitude of etongated skeletons 


rose out of the sand, aud, with a sport that 
would haye made a tiver-fighting elephant take 
to his heels, rushed toward us for the woods. 
It is against the nature of chairs to stay ina 
/' wagon whichis going across ditches and over 
stumps under bigh mule pressure; and the Two 
Switches, and Prof. Potash, and the Asthmatic 
member 

GOT OUT OF THE WAGON 

at the same time and in the same manner the 
chairs did. Tippecanoe, oWing to a movement 
of the colored steed with which he was un- 
acquainted, a sort of *“ ground+swell,” as he 
afterwards described it,—sat first on the cars, 
then by the tail, of his mount, and then on the 
ground. Asthe mules had not been beard of 
when we left, they probably kept on to the 
next county, where the hog-range was poor. 
And thus ſt came to pass that we made our 
way through the turpentine-plantation on foot.

‘The waruings uttered from the pulpit und 
platform for their benefit, while* they are in 
this frame of mind, arelaughed at, and turned 
coutemptuously aside, or looked at iu the light 
of something visiousry; it is, seemiugly, so far 
away that it is unreal; its distance robs it of its 
hideous look, and little or no attention is given 
it. By the time they get sense enough to see 
the danger it is too late, and they find the bouds 
too strong to break. 

Ab law and society now view drunkenness, 
there is no covsiderabdle criminality or disgrace 
attached to it until its victim is overpowered 
and at its mercy. The crime and disgrave lies 
not in toying with the fangs of the muster, 
but in belng bitten! Why? Simply because 
the voters of the couhtry are oot going to, by 
voting it a crime, crimivate themselves.

HOW HE DIED.

Summoned before Diocletian 
because be bad interfered to prevent two young 
men condemned to death, from renouncing their 
faith in Curisiianity, se refused to adjure 
Christ, and was bound to the stake, shot with 
arrows, and left jor dead, but was restored to 
lile by a Christian woman who took him to ber 
bome, where he remained uatil he had entirely 
recovered.

moustrated against his cruelty, wuen he was 
taken into the arena and beaten to death with 
clubs, and bis body thrown into the sewer; but 
it was recovered by the Christians, and laid in 
the Catacombs. A church was erected over bis 
tomb by Pope Damasus, and he became one of 
the most popular saints of the middle ages,

mine, which is very pretty, aud ,which I hope 
will got be lost, for, like Jumping Joan, I feel 
that those ladies who are in want of knitted lace 
patterns could not afford to have it miss being 


printed. 
I knit it in No. 80 or 100 cotton, and think it 


pretty. 

Cast on fifteen stitches and knit across once 
to make a foundation to start. Firet row: Koit 
foar, throw the thread forward and wind it 
around the needle, pearl two together; knit 
plain till two stitches are left on the left-hand 
needle; throw thread forward and around needle 
as before; pearl two together. 

Second row: Put the point of the right-hand 
needle back of the thread and give the needle a 
twist so that the thread will be wound around 
the needle with the point back of the thread; 
pearl two stitches together; knit the others 
plain until you come to the stitch made by put- 
ting the thread around the needle; knit one and 
pearl one in this stitch; knit the rest. 

Third row: Knit plain except two last stitches 
put tbread forward and around needle, and pearl 
these two together as before. 

Fourth row: Throw thread around needle, 
same as before, to make a loop; pearl two to- 
gether; kuit the rest plain. 

Fifth row: Knit four, thread forward and 
around needle, pearl two together, thread around 
needle again, pearl two together; knit till last 
two; throw thread forward and around needle; 
pearl two ther. 

Sixth row: Begin same as before by throw- 
ing thread around and pearliag twe together; 
kuit plein till vou come to the loop: knit one 
and pearl one in the loop, knit to next loop; 
= oue and pearl one in this; kait the rest 
plain. 

Seventh row: Knit plain till last two; thread 
forward and around needle; pearl two together. 

Eighth row: Begin as before- by throwing 
thread around needle and pearling two together; 
knit the rest plain. 

Ninth row: Knit four thread forward and 
around needle; pearl two together; thread 
around needle; pearl two together again; thread 
around needle; pearl two together once more; 
koit plain to last two; thread forward and 
around needle; peari two together. 

Tenth row: Begin as before by throwing 
thread around needle and pearling two together; 
koit plain to the loops, which are each done as 
before, knitting and pearling one in each loop; 
knit the rest plain. 

Eleventh row: Knit thirteen stitches plain, 
then with the point of the right-hand needle 
take the second stitch of the left-hand needle

WAR ON THE SPARROWS. 


Dr. Etliott Coues Believes that They Are 
Seareeiy Less Dangerous than the Grass 
hopper. 

Correspondence New York Evening Post. 

If not the smoke and turmoil, at least some 
of the noise of the great battle that has raged 
over the introduction of the European spar- 
row into America has reached the outside 
world. Dr. T. M. Brewer, of Boston, with 
a small body of faithful adherents, maintains 
his defense of the usefulnéss and beauty of 
the sparrows. He was instrumental in their 
first importation, pearly twenty years ago, and 
is of course bound to see them through,“ 
ruat lum. Dr. Elliott Coues beads the main 
bedy and sentiment of American naturalists 
and agriculturists in fighting the sparrow as 
a dangerous enemy. Happening to mect Dr. 
Coues to-day, 1 made it a point to question 
him somewhat upon the subject, and got 
some suggestions which seem worthy of being 
submitted to the readers of the Evening Post, 
many of whom are soon likely to be pecuniarily 
interested in the matter. 

Even iz Europe, the sparrow’s natural home, 
u remains an unsoived problem whether these 
birds are to be classed among the beautiful or 
harmful agencies of nature, since they seem to 
devour insects only when they cannot get garb- 
age, graiv, or voung green herbs to eat. 

Removed from the natural checks upon in- 
crease, etc., Which surround a bird in its native 
land, and transplanted into a new region where 
they were in the midst of unnatural conditions, 
of course ali their strong traits became stronger. 
and, like some other immigrants, thev have con- 
strued liberty to mean license, and fully acted 
upon that theory. 

However, this letter is not intended to go into 
a general exhibition of the birds’ benevolence or 
Villainy, but to point out two or three facts 
which are of general interest, since they threat- 
en to produce serious consequences. ‘The in- 
crease of the sparrows along the Atlantic Coast 
has been enormous and their dispersion very 
rapid; the whole East is full of them, 
and they are now overflowing into the 
Western States and Territories. It is 
well known that outside of city limits 
these birds are fast becoming a source of very 
serious mischief, devastating market gardens 
and flower-beds, and sweeping down upon graio- 
fields in a Way most disheartening to the farmer. 
Complaints are many and emphatic, and when 
Dr. Dixwell wrote from the suburbs of Boston 
to Dr. Brewer that in a dissection of the stom- 
achs of thirty-nine sparrows no insects were 
found, he 1 — ovly a single instance out of 
many which prove that nature intended s par- 
rows to be grain-eating birds.

This, Dr. Coues confesses, may seem to be an 
extreme course to the few persons who still 
look favorably upon the presence of the sparrow 
in America, but such versons may be assured 
that it is no more than the exigencies of the case 
demand, Unless the sparrows can be made to 
devour grasshoppers there is ‘absolutely uo oc- 
easion for their naturalization in the West,— 
not even the flimsy excuse for them that we 
sometimes hear iu the East. That they will not 
subsist upon grasshoppers to any extent, or 
upon potato beetles, may be regarded as cer- 
tain; andin the absence of other souregs of 
fogd-supply they will infallibly fall upon the 
crops for food. 

Though it must anpear to all well-informed 
persons supererogatory to point out what mis- 
chief the sparrows have done, what worse evils 
are in prospects, yet the people of the West may 
not be fully apprised of the facts of the case in 
the United States. Dr. Coues has, therefore 
brought together, in the form of. @ careful 
bibliography, all the matter which has been 
written for and against sparrows in this country, 
and has concisely presented under each title a 
digest of the meaning and contents of the book 
or article referred to. This array of literature 
with its running commentary of sta ents o 
contents, furnishes the strongest imaginabie 
and most unbiased proof of the undesirability 
of the bird, and brings out in strong relief the 
absurdity of some of the positions which per- 
sons defending it are forced to take in order to

Now, De la Jobardiere had his entrees in 
‘saloons diplomatic,“ as he would himself have 
said; and was altogether a man who, chatter- 
box as he was, might yet be supposed to have 
access to certain channels of authentic informa- 
tion, at which the yulgar of St. Petersburg 
might not easily slake their thirst for informa- 
tion. His constant and confident affirmations 
of the falsehocd of the victorious intelligence 
were not without a certain effect within the 
radius of his own social * effusion,’”’ and per- 
haps beyond it.

Prizes for the Farmers’ Boys. 
Worcester ( Mags.) Spy. 

Almost as good asan agricultural college in 
tie education of farmers’ boys, and a great 
deal cheaper, is the offer of Stillman B. Allen, 
of Boston, to the boys of York County, Maine; 
of prizes for the greatest crops of Indian corn 
on lots of one-eighth of an acre each. The 
first prize is $100, the second $50, and there are 
five third prises of $10 each. The conditions 
are, that the contestants must have lived in 
York County at least two years: must be under 
17 years of age on the Ist of June; must enter 
their names with the President of the York 
County Agricultural Society ov or before May 
1; must do all the work themselves, except that 
they may have help to drive the team, or plow- 
ing, or cultivating; and must, at the end of the 
season, make a report, giving the shape and 
character of the land cultivated, with a detailed 
account of their processes Of cultivation. They 
mav use as much of any kind of fertilizer us 
they please. The corn is to be measured under 
the direction of the Presideut of the County 
Agricultural Society, whose decisions and 
awards must be final. Similar prizes in every 
county would do much tostimulate interest in 
agriculture, and train up à class of intelligent, 
euterprising, and diligent young farmers. 


French and German Armies, 
New York Sun. 

Side by side with the recpvery of ber prosper- 
itv. France has kept in view the recovery of ber 
nvilitary position. Out of a population of 37,- 
000,000, about 704,000 men are in the active 
army, 510.000 in the reserve, 582,000 in the terri- 
torial army, and 625.000 in the territorial re- 
serve,—making a total of about 2,400,000 men, 
ali of whom have received some amount of mili- 
tary training. Besides these, there are about 
1,330,000 men who, though nominally belonging 
to the army and liable to serve in certain con- 
tingencies, have received no training. Against 
these figures the Germans have to show in the 
active army 401.000, in the reserve 500,000, in 
the landwehr 580,000, and in the landsturm 
1,030.000,—making in ali 2,511,000 men who have 
recéived some amount of military training, be- 
sides 3,345,000 men who have received no train- 
ing. in cavairy the Germans have the advan- 
tage, the figures for the two countries being 
91,000 men and 70,000. In artillery the numer- 
ical advantage is with the French, the figures 
being, for France 2,442 gums, and for Germany 
2.124 guns. The immense drain of labor which 
the maintenance of this army must impose up- 
on France is in addition to, not in lieu of, a 
drain of money. ‘The army estimates now reach 
$ 142,500,000 yearly.

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MURDERED JOSIAH BACON. 


A Man Who Had the Hostility of Ten Thou- 
sand Dentistse—And Why He Had . 
dence New York Sun, 

Boszon, April 15.—Perbaps no similar event 
since the murder of Dr. Parkman by Prof. Web- 
ster, thirty years ago, has excited 80 much in- 
terest in Boston as the report that Josiah Ba- 
con, the lamous Treasurer and active business 
manager of the Goodyear Dental Vulcanite 
Company, was murdered yesterday in San Fran- 
cisco by a dentist of that city. Bacon’s busi- 
ness was to look after a litigation on behalf of 
the patent rights of the Company he represent- 
ed. At first the death of Mr. Bacon was 
thought to have been a possible suicide, but, 
even with the receipt of the later news to-day, 
public opinion bas accepted it as a murder 
under very peculiar circumstances. Indeed, 
the assertion was boldiy made that such 
must bave been the fact, and reports of pre- 
vious threats by dentists against his life were 
{freely circulated. This belief speedily gained 
in volume, in detail, and in proof. Dentists 
spoke most freely upon the subject, and some 
of them declared that for years Bacon’s life had 
been in danger, not only in San Francisco, but 
in many large cities throughout the country. 
The reason for the belief was founded upon the 
fact that Mr. Bacon had so oppressed hundreds 
of the profession that their business had been 
ruined, and their lives embittered in conse- 
quence. A single instance of this, occurring at 
the office of a Boston dentist some two or three 
years ago, serves to illustrate the probability 
that Bacon was murdered by a dentist, actuated 
by revenge against the man who had 80 closely 
followed him to his business ruin. On this oc- 
casion a young man who bad failed in dentistry 
came into the office of an acquaintance in a 
state of insane rage, and swore with many bit- 
ter oaths that he bad been terribly wronged by 
Bacon, and that he would kill him if ever op- 
portunity offered. 

The Goodyear Dental Vulcanite Company is 
a corporation familiar in every city, village, and 
hamlet where dentistry is practiced. Its Treas- 
urer, Josiah Bacon, was a man known person- 
ally. In personal appearance he was very strik- 
ing, and many had noted in him a marked 
resemblance to the Uzar Nicholas, father of the 
present autocrat of all the Russias. By com- 
mon consent, both of those who stood to sup- 
port him and those who opposed him in bis life- 
work. Josiah Bacon also resembled Nicholas 
in his indomitable persistence, his lack of any- 
thing like personal fear, his steady adherence 
to purpose, and his immovable determination 
to gain his end, whatever might be the 
consequences. His life work has been to 
sustain the “wulcanite patent,” concern- 
ing which there has been almost end- 
less litigation,—fighting the enemies of 
extension at [every point and with a wonderful 
quickness, making the war aggressive when 
there was astronghold of law or precedent to 
be captured. In his special department of the 
business, that of colleetiag royalties for the use 
of bard rubber or vuleanite in making plates for 
false teeth, be antagonized the 10,000 dentists in 
this country by exacting from them sums of 
money which they are legally bound to pay un- 
der judgment of court, but which were never- 
theless generally regarded by them as unjust 
and extortionate in character. A bitter feeling 
of enmity against Josiah Bacon was thus engen- 
dered, intensified, doubtless, by the persistent 
and uncompromising spirit of the man. To galu 
his object and the ends uf the Company, many 
hundreds of suite have been brought against 
those who refused to pay the licenses required 
as royalties. Many men,“ avers one dentist, 
„have Josiah Bacon’s proceedings worried into 
the grave.”’ 

When the old Goodyear patent expired by lim- 
itation, there was a genera! rejoking among the 
practising dentists of the country. who believed 
that henceforth they would be freed from pay- 
ing the royalty for the use of hard rubber for 
plates. It wasin the application of rubber to 
dentistry that the great majority of practition- 
ers expected to find most extensive qusiness. 
The use of rubber does not require such special 
knowledge as of gold and silver in déntistry, 
while it was obvious that the general public 
would prefer to buy rubber sets, at a cost not 
exceeding $10, to those made of the much more 
expensive metals. But bya brilliant move, exe- 
cuted by Josiah Bacon, the tables were turned 
upon the dentists, and the exaction of royalties 
was continued. It is said that Josiah Bacon was 
accustomed to keep records of conversations 
had with dentists from time to time (and his 
works carried him all over the country); that he 
afterward utilized these transcripts as true 
records to all intents and purposes in bring- 
ing bis suits. No man had better facilities for 
knowing the extent of the business of dentistry 
in America than he, and no man knew better 
bow toturn to advantage the information re- 
ceived. In the ordinary course of business, in 
ordinary times, it was easy to ascertain frum the 
books of a dentist, or from the amount of orders 
given for material, how much royalty was paid 
in individuai eases. From the data thus ob- 
tained it is easy to see how a schedule of rates 
could be arranged, and Josiah Bacon, with nis 
usual sagacity, devised, it is said, a grand 
tariff, varying from $60 to $600 a year roy- 
ality. One great cause of complaint seems to 
have been that this tariff was adbered to, once 
fixed, without regard to falling off in business 
or other change in the affairs of the practitioner. 
If the license fee asked was refused a suit was 
brought, and oftentimes it seems to have been 
compromised, the dentist paying the fee asked 
as a matter of economy. 

individual efforts to resist the royalty failing, 
the battle was taken up by the Celluloid Com- 
pany, and the record of the war between these 
two corporations is one of the most interesting 
in legal history. Carried to the Supreme Court 
of the United States, on appeal from the Circuit 
Court of Massachusetts, the long litigation re- 
garding vulcanite was settled in favor of the 
validity of the patent, but it was by no means a 
unanimous decision. The minority of the Bench, 
Justices Bradley, Miller, and Field, agreed that 
the application for the patent in 1854 was new 
and independent, and should be treated as such, 
and as the public had enjoyed the use of the in- 
vention for more than two years previous to this 
applieation, the patent should be declared ia- 
valid. Their opinion met the hearty approval 
of thousands of dentists when it declared that 
the levy of a tribute on those dentists wao bad 
brought the plate into public notice would be 
a species of injustice. But the decision of 
the majority of the Judges being against the 
contestants, the grievances were only intensi- 
fied by this minority opinion, and were swollen 
by rumors regarding influence?’ with the 
Supreme Court, juevitable, perhaps, and wholly 
groundless, but which certainly gained wide 
circulation. Such statements, coupled with the 
fact that Josiah Bacon never besitated to speak 
of the immense revenue gained by the royalties 
obtained, added to the geveral feeling against 
Mr. Bacon, and especially since the düllness iu 
the business began. 

Bacon was once in business on the Pacific 
slope, and acquired with readi dess the bold and 
undaunted methods in vogue there. About a 
year since he went to California to press in his 
usual way collections of license fees and royal- 
ties. Alter his return Mr. Caduc, an agent of 
the Goodyear Dental Vulcanite Company, was 
in San Francisco, and was there told that if Be- 
con came out again to institute suits, as he had 
threatened to do if certain dentists did not pay 
up, he would be shot. Ou Mr. Caduc’s return 
here he told Mr. Bacon of the threats, but the 
latter, with other olflicers of the Company, gave 
the matter little or no attention. Mr. Bacon 
left Boston March 18, intending to go to San 
Fraucisco to press the collection of royalties 
from a large number of debtors, fucluding some 
forty dentists, whom he would have to sue in 
order to get his movey. He stopped in Cin- 
cinnati and Chicago on the way, and arrived 
in San Francisco about the first of the present 
month. The Company here received various 
dispatches indicating that collections were very 
dificult, The tidings of bis death greatiy 
startied bis business associates, and already or- 
ders have been sept for the body to be em- 
balmed and sent to Boston.

Paris, March 26.—The delay allowed for send- 
ing in the pictures for the approaching annual 
exhibition in the Champs Elysees expires in two 
days, By G6o'clock precisely on the evening of 
the 28th inst., every painter who hopes for a 
chance of admittance must bave deposited his 
works, or bad them deposited by the grimy 
Auvergpats usually employed for such jobs, 
within the doors of the Palais de Pludustrie. 
In aue time a jury will be appointed to sit upon 
them, and several thousands of sucking Raphaels 
will be raised to the seventh heaven of bliss, or 
plunged into the deepest depths of despair. 
The invariable excitement reigns in the studios 
of the Boulevard de Clichy and in the neighbor- 
hood of the Ecole des Beaux Arts. Last 
touches are being thrown in by some painters,— 
the steady bands, who have begun their task in 
good time, and will be ruady against the fateful 
hour; desperate attempts at making up for 
wasted moments are being made by others; 
and a good many more—of the incorrigible 
class 80 graphically described by Henri Muerger 
are coming to the conclusion that they really 
must set about thut picture soon, or it will be 
too late.

A VERY BRILLIANT SALON THIS YEAR, 
both as regards the number and the value of 
the works exhibited, A respectable proportion 
will probably be contributed by Americans. 
Let us devoutly pray they may shine more at 
the opening of the Salon than they did in the 
galleries of the Champ de Mars, Bridgman, 
Blasbüeld, Healv, and half-a-dozen other bleked

Something for the Ladies, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaeo, April 17.—A gentleman of my ac- 
quaintance says he has invented a very useful 
article of wear for females, which. 1 think (ac- 
cording to description), will greatly tend to rev- 
olationize the anxiety and trouble which ladies 
experience in keeping their headgear at the 
proper elevation commensurate with prevailing 


fashions. 

I will attempt to give a description of this in- 
vention, although it may not be made as plain 
as I would wish, owing to the hurried conversa- 
tion I had with the inventor. If so, the ladies 
will please excuse me, 

It is called the “Spring Bonnet Elevator.” 
It is made from black walnut,—sbape and form 
like a saucer, but slightiy oval,—about four 
inches ove way and three another, an inch thick 
in the centre, tapering gradually towards the 
edge; when placed on the top of the head it fits 
perfectly, and is fastened with rubber bands 
which come down behind the cars, and vonnect 
with another in front, just back of the frizzes.” 
In the centre of this reversed saucer, or base, is 
a small bole. A silver-plated copper wire, about 
one-eighth ot an inch in diameter and just seven- 
teen inches long, is screwed into the centre, 
through the hole, for this purpose. 

Now the false bair is forced down over the 
wire iu layers of three inches in thickness until 
within five inches of the top, when the “tup- 
knot” is put on. This finiehes up, with the ex- 
ception of the bonnet, which is placed on the 
„ top-knot, and fastened with strings the usual 
way. The above invention entirely obriates all 
difficulty heretofore experienced by ladies in 
obtaining the proper altitude and firmness; and 
J am sure the inventor will receive the grateful 
and thankful acknowledgments of womankind 
for his untiring efforts in bringing to perfection 
an invention which they will hail with joyous 
delight. 

I ought to mention that, fn order to secure 
perfect harmony, the tnventor made the wire just 
long enough so that from the brow to the front 
rim of the bonnet, at an angle of forty degrees, 
the distance would be twenty-six inches ned. He 
bad an idea that two feet and two inches was 
the right and proper length of space which la- 
dies of all classes would agree upon. I hope 
his industry will be dulv rewarded by an hun- 
mense sule, which doubtiess will be the case 
when it is thrown on the market. The price to
